Pittsburg, Aug. ¥.—Appeals for food and 
provisions were numerous at the head- 
quarters of the miners’ offfcials In this elty 
to-day. It appeared as though there was 
a wall from every section of the disfrict, 
and winers in person were present to oak 
that the suffering ones be looked after, 
Secretary Warner was kept busy anewer- 
ing the appeals. He sald to-night that he 
lid sent more than $1000 worth oF glue 
cerles and provisions into yarlous parts of 
the district. The appeals are now comlog 
in from the families, the heads of whicn 
are at the yarlous mitdoy comps using thelr 
influence to keep other men trom worklig. 
A series of meetings are to be held all 
over the district, It is expeecod to keep

THE PIGHTING IN INDIA. 


British Forces Were Nomentarily Defeated, 
hut Bevgal Cavairy Tarned 
the Fide. 


London, Aug. 9e—An official despateh 
from Simla reports that the Brilish 
force of cuyalry, infantry and artillery, 
which wus sent from Peshuwr yester- 
day to punish the rebels in the Mobom- 
and country, who, under the Mullan, 
attacked Fort Shabkadr, cighteen miles 
from Peshawr, on Saturduy, bas over- 
taken them and @efeated’ them after 
a hard fought engaxeiment. 

The British, under Col, Woon, were 
momentarily repulsed, but a brilhunt 
charge by the Bengal cavalry turned 
the tide of battle. 

The losses of the Brit&h were twelve 
killed and forty-eight wounded, the

Cords set iu around the hips a tue be- 
low the waist, to conane the fulness of 
the skirt more closely, and cordings 
uround the waist pointing up in the 
back in the form of a girdle, sloping 
down to the bek in front, are very muca 
ised in all the thin materials. ive or 
seven fine cords shirred in  strmight 
around the bodice one inch apart and 
bexinning at the waist line make a pret- 
be beit finish for a fgulard or muslin 
kown. Cords vary in size, as the tucks 
do in widths, but the tiniest tucks,such 
as prevail in the finest underwear, are 
the kind most in favor ust at the mo- 
ment. Skirts are tucked in this manner 
up and down eight inches below the 
wWiist all around, and for variety in ef- 
fect another materin| is sometimes used 
for this tucked portion. For example, 
crepe de chine, with a silk gown mateh- 
ing it in color, and a narrow ruche of 
silk, or a drapery of Ince with a bow of 
ribbon at one side,cover the seam where 
they jom.

A Butterfly Pillow, 

Women fond of embroidery amy oc- 
cupy themselves pleasantly in making 
an exceedingly unique and at the same 
tine beautiful tidy or sofa pillow re- 
pitenting a butterfly in the meshes of 
ace, : 

It is not a difficult task when one 
knows how to do it. In the first place 
the butterfly is outlined with linen braid 
that is for the lacework now 80 
niuch invogue, and the filling in stitches 
are of No. 60 (or fmer) linen thread, that 
comes in amall balls at four or five cents 
each. One ball of thead will make many 
butterflies. 

Draw the pattern on a piece of mus- 
lin (colored paper muslin is the best). 
Luste the braid over the pattern and fil 
in the wings with fancy stitches. Do 
not orick the needle through the mus- 
lin in any place excepting when making 
the bedy of the buttertly, which is to be 
worked id in an “over-and-over” 
stiteh, 

For the two feelers use fine cord coy- 
cred with the over-and-over stitch. When 
finished rip out the basting threads and 
cut away the muslin from ander the 
wings, trimming it close to the body, 
so that none of it may show, Starch, 
and while damp ¢ron the wings notil 
dry, so that they will be uplifted. 

Place the butterfly on any piece of 
work you wieh to decorate—the corner 
of a doily for the table, a pincushion 
top, ete. The butterfly may also_ be 
worked directly on a piece of fine Per 
slan lawn, button-holing the braid down 
to the Jawn and only cutting away un- 
der the wings. The “fly’’ will then lie 
flat on the work, and is not nearly so 
effective as when appearing to be “on 
the wing.” 


White Frocks for Summer Wear.

and fired three shots at him with a re- 
yolver, hitting him in the forehead, chest 
and left ear, The wounded man fell to 
the ground, crying: “ASsassin!—Loung live 
Spain!" 

The Premier was carried to his room 
and expired at 1.80 p.m., after extreme 
unction had been administered to him 
by a priest of the Dominican Order, 

The murderer, who was immediately 
seized by people who were in the vicinity 
of the scene of the crime, was severely 
handled, and -might have been killed 
had it not been for the protection af- 
forded him by a number of civil guards 
who run to the scene. he prisoner, 
who declared he had killed the Premier 
“in the accomplishment of a just ven- 
geance,” at first gave the name of Rin- 
aldi, and claimed that the deed was the 
outcome of an extensiye anarchist con- 
spiracy. Later, however, the assussin 
confessed that his real name was Mi- 
chele Angine Golli, that he was 26 years 
of age, a native of Boggia, near Naples, 
and that he left Italy and came to Spain 
in 1806. After reaching Spain Golli, 
according to his confession, resided ut 
Barcelona and participated in the doings 
of the various anarchist associations of 
that place and vicinity, After sojourn- 
ing at Barcelona for some time Golli, 
visited France and Belgium and returned 
to Spain in July Inst, After his return 
the anarchist seems to have completed 
the plans for the assassination of the 
Prime Ministen He left Madrid for 
Santa Acueda at the same time as Senor 
Canoyas del CastiWo, and awaited an op- 
portunity to assassinate the statesman. 

Golli is of medium height, wears a full 
beard and spectacles, and his demeanor 
is that of « law-abiding citizen. He 
suys he is satisfied with having done 
“his duty,” and asserts he had no per- 
sonal grudge against the Premier, and 
was merely obeying orders received from 
his superiors in the secret society to 
which he belonged. He frankly con- 
fesses anarchist doctrines, says ie was 
sentenced in 1895 to 18 moonthe’ impris- 
onment in the jail at Lucera, Italy, and 
claims that he escaped from there to 
Marseilles, from which port he made his 
way to Barcelona, 

Senora Canoyas del Castillo, wife of 
the Premier, rushed to his side upon 
hearing the shots, and bitterly reproached 


the murderer for his crime. Golli, in 
reply to the agonizing words of the dis- 
tracted wife, said: "I res you be- 


cause you are an honorable lady; but 
I have done my duty and I am now 
easy in my mind, for I have avenged 
my friends and brothers of Montjuich,” 

Montjuich is a fortress of Barcelona, 
outside of which the anarchists who 
have been sentenced to death for recent 
outrages have been executed by being 
shot in the back. The anarchists re 
cently executed outside Montjuich were 
the last batch of the fiends who were 
guilty of throwing a bomb on July (f) 
1§96, into a religious procession about 
to enter the church of Santa Marin de 
la Mar. ‘Twelve persons were instantly 
killed and about 50 others injured, 

For thix crime twenty-six ‘avarchists 
were sentenced to death, and the ma- 
jority of them were executed . 

The Spanish newspapers express great 


indignation at Golli'x crime. Even the 
periodicals with Republican leanings 
praise the services of the decensd 


statesman. The Imparcial says: “Yos- 
terdiy will prove a black date for Spain. 
he crime will centuple the indignation 
vt society against its would-be destroy- 
rs.

OAPTURE OF ABU HAMID, 


Two Eritish Ofiicers Were Killed During 
the Figh ‘tng on the Nile. 


Gairo, Aug. 9.—The column of troops 
commanded by Colonel Hunter of the 
Anglo-KNgyptiun expedition up the Nile, 
which left Merani on July 29, attacked 
Abu Hamid at 5.80 aam., Aug. 7, after 
eighteen hours’ march. Some _ severe 
house-to-house fighting folllowed, and 
the place was captured by the expedi- 
tionury force. Two British offcers were 
killed during the fighting. Abu Hamid 
is the first objective point of the Anglo- 
Egyptian. expedition now operating 
against Khartoum. The railroad, which 
hus been extended along the Nile route 
from Wady Halfa, will new be con- 
neeted with Abu Hamid, from whence 
there is open water in the Nile to Berber 
and Khartoum, near which place the 
IXhalifa is concentrating bis forces,

Passport hore on 
Saturday evening and that the steamer, 
with « large number of passengers, were 
quarantined in Toronto harvor, 
THE MAN’S STORY. 

When Mr. W. Pascoo, omployed at H. 
Oorby's Bridge ut, warerooms, went to the 
front of the building at 7:30 on Saturday 
to raiso the awning ho saw & man silting 
on the stop. The man appeared ill, but 
arose with difliculty and went aud sat 
down on the doorway of the G. N, W. 
Telegraph otlico, He saw no more of him 
till the afternoon. 

When the telegraph office was opened 
the man went inside and begged that tho 
operator send a tolegram to his mother in 
Toronto for money to take him to his 
home there. Hoe gave his name as Robert 
H. Whitney, of 369 King st. W., Toronto, 
The telegram was sent and the mau sat 
down to wait for an answer. 

SUSPICIONS AROUSED, 

From the appearance of the man, whiose 
face was literally coverud with blotches,

Three or four physicians had 
attended him ata time, and sho berself had 
nursed him, There was a smallpox scare 
at the time, and the doctom would 
have been on the watch for it. Some said 
it was an cozoma, others that he had con- 
tracted an itch at school. When he was 
recovered one doctor told the mother that 
he would probably have a retuia of the 
malady when he was eighteen or nineteen,

THE CASE AT TORONTO, 


At 10.30 on Saturday night Dr. Sheard 
received a message from Belleville by 
telephone, informing him that a man 
who wis suspected of having smallpox 
had bourded the steamer Passport of 
the Richelieu & Ontario Navigation 
Conmany, bound for Toronto. Instant- 
ly the Doctor reulized the necessity for 
prompt action, Not a minute wus to be 
lost. He was at the Island when the 
message was delivered to him, but in 
fifteen minutes be was in the city and 
had commenced making arrangements 
to stop the steamer before she reached 
the harbor, and, if necessary, iuspect 
every living soul on board, Assistance 
Wis needed at once to complete ull ar 
ringements. Professor Shuttleworth 
Was summoned, and in a very short 
time every official of the Health Depart- 
mieut Was on the jump. Steam Disin- 


fector Lluwthornoe ond an assistant were 
despatched to the Isolation Hospitul to 


puke all hecessary arrangements for 
the reception of a smallpox 
patient should one be found on 


the steamer, The next thing to be done 
Was to miuke every provision to prevent 
the steamer landing ber passengers 6r 
mm uny way making infection possible. 
Dr. Sheard wus determined to take most 
extreme measures if it was found neces- 
siury to do so, but he wisely decided to 
uttuin his purpose with the leust pes- 
sible trouble or display of authority. 

With some difticulty he located Joseph 
I’, Dolun, agent for the Richelieu and 
Ontario Navigation Company, of whose 
fleet the Passport is one of the oldest 
and most popular steamers, Mr, Dolan 
Wis informed of the circumstances, and 
to his credit it must be said that he 
readily consented to give the health of- 
licluls every assistance. 

To secure u tug on which to go out 
and meet the Passport was the next 
necessity, Dr, Sheard and Prof. Shut 
Hleworth walked up and down the water- 
front for two hours before they secured 
the kind of boat they wanted, It was 
Sunday worning and every boat wus 
ticd up. At about 4 o'clock, just us the 
dawn wis breaking, the oflicials spied 
au tug towing a schooner into the harbor, 
It proved to be the W. I’, MeRue, Cup- 
tain Juckinan, with the schooner Kee 
wath, As soon as she left her tow Dr, 
Sheard secured her, and accompanied by 
Mr, Dolan, Prof, Shuttleworth, Lospector 
John Jackman and Ambulance Driyer 
Hague, he proceeded to the castern 
channel, there to await the coming of 
the Passport, 

It was just 6.45 when the old side-

On board the Passport are 29 passen- 
gers, one deck passenger and a crew of 
49, making 70 in all. Among the pas- 
sengers fre a number of American tour 
ists and several Torontonians. One or 
two of them induced the officers of the 
boat not to give the press their names, 
fearing that their relutives would be 
too much shocked und excited if their 
unenviable position were made known. 
Their detention in quarantine is, of 
course, not relished, but they ure mak- 
ing the best of their misfortane, and 
spent the duy as comfortably and hap- 
pily as possible. They had divine ser- 
Vice.morning and evening, conducted by 
Rey. Mr. Worrell, who ix among the 
unlucky passengers. Ii the afternoon 
Dr. Sheard again visitea the steamer, 
and in response to many anxious en- 
quiries he informed the isolated com- 
any that they would have to stay on 
oard until Wednesday morning, when 
they would probably Ba taken off and 
transferred to tents on the sand bar, 
where they would have to remain for 
ten days. They accepted the Medical 
Health Officer's verdict very philosophi- 
cally, one joker remarking: “That's 
easy.”

Now York Correspoudents All See the Move 

asa Very Important One. 

New York, Aug. 1.—Correspondents of 
leading morning papers, in their special 
cable despatches from London, refer co- 
piously to the denunciation of the Bel- 
giun and German treaties by Great 
Britain. be 

Mr, H, Kt, Chamberlain, in his despatch 
to The Sun, says: It is dificult to ex- 
uggerate the importance of the action of 
the British Government in denouncing 
the existing commercial treaties with 
Germany and Belgium, It is the first 
olliciul act toward the execution of the 
radically new policy of the so-called con- 
solidation of the British Empire. As 
such it marks a new departure, which 
will not fail to have far-reaching effects 
on the world’s commerce, Germany sees 
in It also un official expression of the uu- 
friendliness which has been growing 
more and more marked between the two 
nations for nearly two years. P 

That there will be reprisals and stl 
further embittering of Auglo-German re- 
lations is almost a foregone conclusion, 
and it is impossible to estimate the ult- 
mate effects of Lord Salisbury’s action 
in this direction. , 

Germany is «already attempting to 
couple the notice of the abrogation of the 
treaty with Mr. Goschen’s announce- 
nel: of the building of four new battle 
ships. 

It is ussunied in Berlin that the Brit 
ish Government bas adopted an offen- 
sive policy against Germany, and it is 
resented accordingly. 

The chief practical effect of cancelling 
the treaty will be the lapsing of the most 
favored nation clause in all the agree- 
ments between the two countries, Ger- 
many is thus at liberty to engage in an 
open tariff! war against Great Britain if 
she chooses, The London newspapers 
believe that little will be one 
in this direction because the con- 
sequences would be worse to the 
Germans than to the Hnglishmen. ‘Lhe 
newspapers of both parties ure practic- 
ally unanimous on this point und also in 
approyal of the denunciation of the 
treaty. Unfriendly sentiments hive 
been most openly expressed in the Ger- 
man press recently, but now London ts 
reciprocating with interest. 

“Our release from Germany” is a 
typical caption over the London com- 
ments to-day. 

Mr. Harold brederie says in his spe- 
cial to The Times: The notion of hit- 
ting Germany in any way, especially 
in a trade way, is too pleasing to the 
Wnelish public not to be immensely 
popular, and this result of what is here 
called the Imperial instinct of Canada 
is welcomed almost with more enthu- 
fiasm than the paper gift of an African 
war vessel. 

This triumph of free trade is, of 
course, an extraordinary victory for Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and js the exact ful- 
filment of a prophecy made by him in 
the first boeeth he made in this country. 
How Germany will meet this thing and 
what serious form her reprisals will 
take is quite another matter, Doubtless 
there will be plenty of angry German 
press comment, which rather amuses 
than alarms the people of this country. 
The power of reprisal on Germany's 
part is of course strictly limited by the 
necessary regurd to be paid to her in- 
terests, Meanwhile it Is a very instruc- 
tive fact that it was from Berlin and 
not from home olticial sources that the 
news was first received in London. 

Mr. Isnac N. Ford, in his special to 
The Tribune, says: o-day's despatches 
from Berlin and Brussels record Can- 
ada’s triumph in securing a formal de- 
nunciation of the commercial treatios 
with Germany and Belgtum, Mr, Cham: 
berlain seemed so lukewarm on this 
subject when the colonial premiers con- 
ferred with him that this result causes 
much surpise. The present Ministry is 
evidently in a mood for trying economic 
experiments, 

It hos adopted an exceptional method 
of encouraging specint conditions of 
trade with Canada, even at the risk of 
sacrificing the interests of a much larger 
commerce with Germany, where rosent- 
ment will be excited and some means 
of retaliation devised. The total volume 
of trade between Canada and the United 
Kingdom ix only one-third of the uggre- 
gate trade between Great Britain and 
Germany, Since the Cobden Club lus 
sanctioned this renunciation of the moat 
favored nation treaties the Government 
have entered upon u policy of encourag- 
ing preferential tariff*, and’ have seized 
the opportunity for making an impor- 
tant concession to Canada, The most 
favored nation treaties, which have al 
ways been regarded as a logical sequel 
to free trade, are now doomed, and the 
fair traders’ contention that the tariff 
could be made a useful lever for open 
ing new markets has been formally ap

fullest possible powers of self-government 
consistent with the unity and integrity of 
the Empire. For such a policy not only 
Canada, but the whole colonial porcions of 
the Empire will rejoice. 

The Globe of Toronto, in refering to 
these cablegrams, does not appear to be 
ceicain of their accuracy, It says; ‘* At 
‘*the time of writing there is no confiima 
**tion of the ststement, either from Lon- 
**don or Ottawa, but it byl no means fol- 
“‘lows that the despatch from Berlin és not 
**trustworthy.” From this statoment it is 
evident that che British Gove.ament has 
not inform: 1 the Ottawa authorities of the 
action which it has taken, i* any. Toe 
matter cannot remain long in doubt. 

The Globe, however, does not accept the 
concession on the part of England in that 
spirit which every loyal subject of the 
Empire should do. We still attempt to 
maintain the position taken by the Laurier 
Oubinet that that treaty did not prevent 
Canada from dealing with the question of 
of her tariff, as seemed best in her ‘nter- 
ests. Itisa lame and impotent attempt 
to bolster up the untenable position taken 
by the present Government when they 
blundered into a policy of so-called 
proferentivl trade. ‘The Globe says : 


“The treaty wi'!sti!' be onerativs for a 
yor, but the attitude of the Canadian Gov- 
e.ament is that it does not now and 
neyer did affect on right to adont what 
fiscal policy seemed best to us. Tuat is a 
right which should not be o'vcumscrib2d 
without our consent, and consent was cer- 
tainly never given in the case of this or any 
other treaty, Inthe meantime, therefore, 
Gei.man goods must be subject t> wha! iver 
At.angement the Canadian Goveiament 
my make in view of e'! the c'rcumstances.” 


If the Globo’s contention be correct, that 
the provisions of the German, Belgian and 
other treaties do uot affect Canada, why 
have Sir Wifrid Laurier and all the Colonial 
Promiers demanded, in such forcible terms, 
their denunciation by England? That fact 
alone shows the fallacy of such a 
statement ; we can scarcely dignify it by 
calling it an argument. 

It is true that the provisions of the Ger- 
man and other treaties ** will still be oper- 
ative for a year,” and that ‘* German goods 
must be subject to ** whatever arcange- 
“ments the Ownadian Govecament may 
‘*make in yiew of all the ci*cumstances.”’ 
Mark the careful wording of this sentence. 
It does not declare that German goc 1s shall 
be subject to the higher rates of duty, but 
to such arrangements as the Canadian 
Government may make in view of all the 
circumstances,” whicn simply means that 
Germany and other countries which are 
parties to the treaties containing the ‘* most 
favored nations clause” will have the full 
benefit of the lower rates of duty until 
such time as the treaties shall have oxpir- 
ed, and that a refund of all excessive duties 
which have beou paid upon goods from the 
countries will have to be made. 

It is gratifying to learn that latest intelli- 
gence confirms tho repored denunciation 
of the treaties in question,

Tho importanes of the cheese industry to 
Canada may be more readily understood 
when it is stated that already the exports 
of cheese this season amount to over $4,- 
0C),000 a nice snug little sum, most of 
which has been distributed among our 
factorymen and fainera, Ia June last 
when it became evident that the production 


of choose in Canada would be immense, xs 


it was freely pretictcd that a big break in 


prices was imminent, and believing that 
prices in England could never stand up as 
they have done ander tho heavy shipmente 
that wore pouring into that country from 
Canada and the United States, English 
houses as wellas Canadian contracted to 
make future delivery at lower rates than 
tho market has as-yet touched, with the 
result they have been compelled to buy in 
the cheese at higher prices than they ex- 
uF the short sales. 

‘This, of course, inay have helped to sus- 
tain prices, but the paramount 
cause of the late steady market in place 
of the expected decline has been the 
phenomenally large consumptive demand 
from Juhn Bull's hale and hearty millions. 
The shipmeuts from this port during the 
xeason up to the close of Jast week were 
717,526 boxes a8 compared with 558,274 
boxes for the corresponding period last 
year, showing the large increase of 169,252 
boxes. The shipments for the same time 
from New York were 275,654 boxes against 
186,678 boxes last yoar. The SRS 
exports from Montreal and New York are 
therefore 993,180 boxes ayainst 744,952 
boxes for the corresponding period in 1896, 
being wn increase of 248,228 boxes ; and 
yet the market in Great Britain bolds 
steady. We still adhere to the opinion 
previously expressed m these columns to 
the effect that the present condition of 
the market is due to the big shortage 
in the English make last year, and we

Small-pox (variola) is a contagious fever 
characterized by a pustular eruption hay- 
ing a depressed centre. The period of 
of incubation, that is the time that elapses 
from the moment the patient receives the 
contagion until it begins to manifest its 
effects in the initiatory fever, is usually 14 
days, though 1t sometimes varies. During 
this‘time there is usually no disturbance 
of the ordinary health. Tho invasion of 
disease is announced by chills, followed by 
fever ; this is apt to be attended with pain 
in the back, particularly in the loins, and 
with nauseaand vomiting. If the fever runs 


| high with violent pain in the back and much 


delirium, the disease commonly assumes # 


severeform. Inchildren the iovarion is 
often announced by au attack of conyul- 
sious. ‘The eruption begins to show itself 
on the third day of the fever. As a rule, 
it appears first on the face, then oa the 
neck and wrists, then on the truak and 
finally on the oxtremities, On the fifth 
day the eruption is complete and after this 
few or no new spots appear. [tat first con- 
sists of minute reused papolae or pimples 
of a characturistic solid consistency, feeling 
like sinall shot bonesth the skin, Tt is by 
this peculiar solidity of the spots that 
small-pox at this period is distinguished 
from other papular eruptions. About the 
eighth day of tho eruption a dark spot ap- 
pears at the centro of the pustule and grad- 
ually dries up toa scab. When tho scab 
drios up it loaves an indelible ciestrix or A 
purplish red mark which long exposure to a 
cool atinosphere renders yery distinet. The 
vighth day of the eruption or the eleventh 
of tho disease is the most fatal. A second 
attuck is very rare, but possible. 

The mortality is estimate] at one-fourth 
or one-fifth of all who are attacked. It is 
subject, of course, to epidemic influence, 
and when it prevails opidgmically it is 
more fatal, the ratio of fatalities with 
inoculated or vaccinated pationts is rarely 
greater than 1 to 600 or 1 to 709.

LORD SALISBURY SPEAKS, 


Tho Uritish Peime Minister Explains the 
Situntion to the Peers, 

London, Aug. 2.—The Marquis of 
Salisbury, replying in the House of 
Lords to-day to the Liberal leader, the 
Earl of Kimberley, as to the state of 
the peace negotiations between Greeee 
und ‘Turkey, sald it was no wonder the 
pationce of many people was sorely tried 
by the delay. Lord Salisbury explained 
that the territory conquered by the 
Turkish army was one assigned to 
Greece by international arrangement, 
and therefore the powers’ voice in re 
gard to its disposal was recognized by 
the Sultan, The latter was right in de- 
manding security against incursions sach 
us those which brought about the pre 
sent war, It was also reasonable to 
hold that the Greek communitics should 
not be pliced under Turkish rule, ‘Phe 
Premier further asserted that Her Mie 
joatys Minister believed these questions 
md been settled, and that Turkey had 
accepted the frontier line trieed by the 
military attaches of the Embassies of 
the powers. 

Speaking of the indemnity to be paid 
to ‘Turkey by Greece the Premier said: 
“There cothes in the mysterious and dit 
ficult question of the German bondhold- 
ers. We do not think that any inter 
national duty lies on ra I to provide 
for their payment, though udmit they 
have been long unpaid. 

Lord Salisbury turther said: “Phe 
credit of Greece in the Luropean market 
will for a long time be exceedingly simall, 
and some form of control of Greek 
sources of revenue is inevitable, I can 
not say that negotiations in that direc 
tion have advanced very far, and I must 
admit thatthe question may be a source 
of very considerable delay.” 

With reference to Crete, His Lordshiy 
suid there was no use for the powers Ww 
‘attempt to urrange a form of Govern 
ment until the more important contro 
versy had been adjusted. ‘The present 
attitude of Crete seemed to be favorable 
to un agreement, so far as the Christinus 
were concerned, but the two creeds were 
ho nearer than they had been for many 
centuries, 

“The only solution,” he said, “seen 
to be to dig a ditch across the island 
with the Christians on one side and the 
Moslems on the other. Our earnest ob 
ject is to arrange what has been prom 
ised, taking care to be just to both see 
tions. We ure not inclined to admit 
merely because the Mussuluians are it 
the minority, (... ieir interests are tc 
be neglected,” 

Lord Salisbury said he fully agreed 
with Lord Kimberly that Crete was in it 
dangerous position. The element of dan 
ger, however, did not arise, he insisted 
because the island was mixed up in the 
affairs of the Ottoman LEmpire, but 
rather from the terrible division amoung 
the creeds, a division which might yet re 
quire a power greater than all the sover 
eigus of Kurope to banish, 


CHAKDARA RELIEVED, 


Hritish Force Under Genrral Blood saved 
Them From the Natives, 


Bow.oay, Aug. 2.—Fort Chakdara, in 
the Chitral district, which was besiexed 
by a large force of insurgent natives, 
has been relieved by the British force 
under General Blood, ‘The fighting was 
seyere and the tribesmen lost heavily. 
The loss of the British was light. No 
further details have yet reached here. 

Later in the day some details received 
showed that the relief forces under Gen 
eral Blood advanced in two columns, 
commanded respectively by Oolonels 
Goldney and Meiklejohn, at dawn to- 
day, and brilliantly attacked and routed 
the enemy surrounding the fort.

volts strong. 

When It was announced at 10 o'clock last 
night that Professor Arion was about to ap, 
pear the thousands of people at the Park 
deserted the shootlug galleries, the bowl 
ing alleys and the dancing floor and ussem- 
bled under the wire, As usual at a Volks 
feat, yery many women and children were 
in the crowd. McDonnell ascended to the 
platform at one end of the wire, Then be 
whetted the appetite of the spectators for 
the most dangerous feat by performing 
others not so risky. He wade a bed of 
rubber on the wire and lay on It, tilcely 
balancing himself, He was dressed In blue 
tights and wore rubber shoes, Then be 
walked from one end to the other of the 
wire and back again, dancing on It while 
the crowd applauded. 

Then for the climax of the entertainment 
MeDonnell's bleycle wheels are grooved. He 
placed’ the wheels on the wire, Attached 
to him was a escoud wire, On his body 
were strung 40 electric lights in gliss bulbs 
of varlous hoes, und around the wheels 
were fixed 30 similar bulbs. 

If the arrangement of the wire attached 
to him had been safe and certain, the clee- 
tric circult would have been completed the 
moment he mounted his wheel. Carefully 
he got astride of the bike, and, balancing 
himself, put his feet on the pedals. The 
electric bulbs were Ulumined and wheel 
and man burst Into a variegated blaze, As 
he moved the pedals a tremendous shout 
went up from « thousand persons who 
were watching him. 

“He's off!’ they cried, just as the crowds 
yell at the race track, McDonnell, on his 
bike, moyed about 10 feet along the wire, 
Then he lost his right pedal, He swayed 
and made a desperate effort to regain the 
pedal, The crowd saw his dgnger and ut- 
tered a horrified ery. Many of the women 
bent thelr heads, covered thelr eyes and 
ran away from the sight. MeDonnell stit- 
fened up in his saddle, leaned backward, 
threw up his urms aud fell, 

He never moved or uttered a sound after 
he struck the ground. Dr, ©, J. Hettes- 
helmer, of No, $13 Wyckoff-avenue, Brook- 
lyn, was ln the park. He ran to McDonnell, 
raised his head and supported him. The 
daring rider scarcely breathed, and died 
almost instantly. The only Injury of which 
the doctor was certain was that McDon- 
nell’s left arm was broken, He suspected 
that three of his ribs were fractured, So 
he and most of those who saw the accident 
had the Idea that McDonnell, in striving to 
regain his pedal, had disarranged the wire 
attached to him, and that the current had 
passed through his body, eleetrocuting him 
In midale. A post-mortem examination 
will be made,

NOTHING BUY KLONDIKE, 


The People of Seattle, Wash., Think About 
and Talk About Nothing Else 
Nowadays. 

Seattle, Wush,, Aug, 2. — here is u 
pluce in Canada called the Klondike, 
While you ure in Seattle you are not 
allowed to forget this fact for a mo- 
ment The name is shouted at you ou 
the street coruers aud spelled in every 
conceivable way. It confronts you in 
all the show windows. Irom the mo- 
ment you lund in town you ure Clissed 
us one of the gold seekers, The question 
is not “Are you going?” but “What bout 
are you leaving on?’ 

The people of Seattle, in their friendly 
way, ure doing ull they can to help you 
along. You will need many things in 
that remote and inhospitable country. 
They have thought it ali out for you in 
advance. Even while you were in St. 
Paul or Chicago or Muskegon they have 
been lying awake nights planning for 
your comfort and  telicitation, hey 
knew you would want warm clothes and 
good things to eat. Vhey provided in ad- 
Vance all these things in abundance, and 
they went a good deal further, They 
thought of a thousand things that you 
will need and that you ilone would 
never have dreamed of, Vor instance, 
how cin a man hope to succeed in that 
frozen country without a frost extractor 
or & miner's prospecting auger? You 
will need, all told, a half-dozen guide 
books und if you are credulous you 
will buy mups of the Yukon that give 
one another the lie at every turn of the 
great river. You will need shirts a halft- 
inch thick and boots that weigh fifteen 
pounds apiece, and here are all these 
things by «a huppy forethought already 
provided, 

You will need horses. Who would 
think of yenturing into the country with- 
out horses? You will need four or five. 
Some apparently disinterested people in- 
timate that the best kind of horse to 
tike is a dirt-colored cayuse, with plenty 
of white in his eye, that has just been 
caught up off the range. ‘This kind of 
horse can pick up his living anywhere, 
But I am sorry to note thut there are 
conflicting opinions in regard to horses, 
Some will tell you to buy a good, reli- 
able, gentic horse. That is the main 
thing—a gentle horse. You don’t want, 
they say, to spend uw lot of money for an 
unbroken plug that will run away and 
ump off a precipice and kill his fool self, 
fou wint one that is already broken, 
It doesn’t matter how old he is or even 
if he has a few odd lumps distributed 
over him, Nobody looks at style up in 
Alaoska, and at the worst you can get for 
your horse, they tell you, 15 cents a 
pound for dog meat, Phere are people, 
it is true, who say you want to leave 
horses alone and take dogs. Dogs don't 
cost much for their transportation and 
they cun forage their own living. And 
then to own a dog or a team of them in 
Alaska gives a man a standing in the 
camp that nothing else can, They say 
any kind of dog will do whether he is 
old or young, big or littl. You couldn't 
miss it much by buying live dogs in bulk, 
by the pound. They will all be worth 
the money when you once get them to 
Alaska. 

The greatest demand for any particu- 
lar thing is for boats. People, to save 
time in getting down the river, should 
tuke their boats with them, A halt 
dozen carpenters or planing mill estab- 
lishments have caught the idea and are 
working night und day turning out 
knockdown boats. One that will carry 
a ton costs about $18 and weighs ubout 
200 pounds. It is taken apart with no 
pieces more than six or seven feet long 
and packed for shipping. The demand 
in so good for these bouts that the build- 
ers are several days behind with their 
orders. The principal opjection to them 
is that the Indians and packers dislike 
to contract to curry them over the moun- 
tains on account of their awkward 
shape.

lt ia not known here whether one can 
buy lumber for boat building at the head 
of Lake Bennett or not, but it Is as- 
aumed that the rash has exhausted the 
supply, and the late comers unprovided 
with boats would have to saw their own 
lumber. The Skagaway, or White Lass, 
now being opened for horses, nearly all 
the people are turning that way, Lake 
Linderman, Lake Bennett or Luke Ja- 
kisk may be reached by this route, at 
from twenty-four to thirty-one miler. As 
many us 400 horses are either on the 
way to Skagaway or will be sturted 
within a week. ‘This number will re- 
lieve the accumulation of freight at both 
passes withiu a week or two. Packers 
who ure taking horses will be able to 
earn the entire Cost of their animals in 
ten days. One man who shipped thirty 
horses on the Wdith for Skagnway last 
night had eight or ten tons of freight 
comracted of 15 centa a pound, It is 
agscimed, however, that the packers’ har- 
vest will not be of loug duration, With 
the coming of snow, which will permit 
of using sleds most of the distance 
across the pass, prices should go down 
to 2 or 8 cents a pound. But this con- 
dition of things can hardly come about 
until the river shall be irezen and the 
season shall be too late to reuch the 
mines before spring.

them. 

There are increasing numbers or Ln- 
dians, too, who are gathering near the 
white scttlements, attracted by the op- 
portunity of large wages for Jittl work 
und the chance to beg, steal and per- 
haps get drunk. Whe combinanion of 
Indian and tire water is disapproved cle 
phatically by the Canadian Goyernment, 
and for years the most difficult: work 
that the Mounted Police have attended 
to has been trying to keep whikkey out 
of the country, ‘They cannot well pre- 
vent it reaching the mining camps, In- 
deed, at Forty Mile saloons have uour- 
ished for the lust ten years; but an In- 
dian must not be served in one of tneve, 
nor miy prospectors carry more than an 
emergency flask with them when «ut 
for mineral. The mounted policeman 
has a keen eye, with an X-ray attuich- 
ment that ean detect whiskey insiae of 
anything, from a watermelon to « sealed 
tomato cun, and as soon as he discovers 
it out it pours on to the grouna.

DRIVING A DOG TEAM.

Well, here we are down oa the ies, 
and the dogs impatient to start, Let me 
describe, ‘Dhe sled consisted of a nur- 
row box four feet loug, the front half be- 
ing covered or boxed in, mounted on a 
floor eight feet long, resUng on runoers. 
In this box the passenger sits, wrapped 
In rabbit skins so that be cen hardly 
move, his head and shoulders only pro- 
jecting, In front and behimd and on 
top of the box is placed all the luggage, 
covered with canvas, und securely | = 
ed, to withstand all the jolting and 
possible upsets, and our snowshoes with- 
in easy reach. An important item is 
the dog-whip, terrible to the dog, if 
used by a skillful band, and terrble to 
the user if he be a noyice; for he is eure 
to half strangle lrimeself or to hurt his 
own fnee with the business end of the 
lash, The whip I measured had a han- 
dle uine inches long, and lash thirty 
fcet, and weighed four pounds, The 
losh was of folded and plaited sealhide, 
and for five feet from the handle mea- 
sured five inches round, thea for four- 
teen fect it gradnalty tapered off, coding 
in a single thong half an inch thick and 
eleven feet long. Wonderful the dexter- 
ity with which a driver can pick out 4 
dog, and almost a spot on a _ with 
this lash. The lash must be trailing et 
full length behind, when a jerk and tarn 
of the wrist camges it to fy forward, 
the thick part first, and the tapering ead 
continuing the motion till it is at full 
length in front, and the lash making the 
fur fly from the victim. But often it 18 
madé to crack over the heads of the 
dogs as a warning. ‘The cleven dogs 
were harnessed to the front of the sled, 
each by a separate thong of sealhide, 
all of different lengths, fastened to a 
light canvas harness. The nearest dog 
was about fifteen fect from the sled, and 
the leader, with bells on her, about 
fifty feet, the thongs thuséncreasmg in 
length by about three fect. When the 
going is good the dogs spread out Hhe 
the fingers of a hand, but when the snow 
is deep they fall into each other's tracks, 
in almost single file. As they continual- 
ly cross and reeross each other 
thongs get gradually plaited almost up 
to the rearmost dog, when a halt is cal- 
ed, the dogs are made to lie down, and 
the driver carefully disentangles them, 
taking care that no dog gets away menan- 
while. They are guided by the voice, 
using “Elusky;”’ that is Wskimo words: 
“Owk,” go to the right, ‘‘Arrah,”’ to the 
left, and “Holt,” straight om. But often 
one of the men must run ahead on 
snowehocs for the dogs to follow him.— 
Bishop Newman. 


Prison Discipline in Australia. 


The New South Wales Minister for 
Justice is imtroducing some changes in 
dealing with offenders under 25 years of 
age, and serving sentences pot exceed- 
ing 12 months. Under a previous Min- 
ister regulations were made for treating 
prisoners of this class with the Spartina 
simplicity of a plank bed and an oe- 
cusional diet ef bread and water, the 
object being to make prison life as @s- 
tusteful to young criminals as was com 
sistent with a due regard for their 
iealth, It has now been decided te 
haye these prisoners put through a concse 
of physical drill, embracing gymnaatic 
and manual exercises of various kinds. 
This in in Heu of the ordinary walking 
exercise they had hitherto had, the idea 
being that this drill will tend to develop 
the prisoners’ muscles ond strengthen 
their bodies and minds, at the same 
time inculeating a spirit of discipline 
whieh micht not otherwise exist. The 
new system has adready been success- 
fully tried in Darktnghurst jail, the Syd- 
ney Pentonyille, and the only question 
in how far it can be adopted without 
interfering with the intended deterrent 
nature of the punishment. The whol 
arrangement is being carried out under 
the sunervision of the medical officers of 
the jail, and the training is given by a 
proper instructor. The new physica 
drill is stated to be very popolar wid 
the prisoners, It has the charm ef ne- 
velty, and lenda a little variety to the 
somewhat monotonous life behind the 
prison walls. So for, it is stated, the 
experience obtaimed is entircly opposed te 
any tnjurious eflecta and the beneficial 
results in creating a dislike for prisom 
life are marked. 


Artificial Will-o'.the-Wtaps 

The rare and sometimes doubted phe 
nomena called “will-o'-the-wisp” usually 
appeurs in marshy places or in graves 
yards. It is believed to be due to the 
spontaneous combustion of phosphureted 
hydrogen arising from decomposing or 
gunic matter, and it issues from the sot 
as a long flame, while on water it in- 
flames at the surface with the production 
of long wreaths of phosphoric unhydride, 
It can be produced artificially by threw- 
ing calcium phosphate into water or 
burying it in moist soil. A French ob- 
server writes that durtmg Inst August at 
Crolsic, a seaport of France, the lights 
appeared every evening over u consider: 
nble aren of water, ‘The bubbles were 
very large mm August, bat decrensed jn 
size as the weether grew colder, ‘Ihe 
bubbles were mostly confined to two 
basins, that contained no mud, but were 
receptacles of much fish refuse. Mxpert- 
nents lead to the belief that the plie- 
nomena ia due to the presence of rare 
stances rich in phosphorous in a manner 
to set free phosphureted hydrogen.

Drs. Bryce and Cassidy Inquiring Into the 
Suspected Small-pox Case. 
Dr. P. H. Bryce, Sucretary of the Pro 


vincial Board of Health, and Dr. Cassidy, 


also a mombor of ths B itrived in the 


ard, 
city last evening from ‘loronto and rogia- 
tored ut Hotel Quinte. There was some 
stir occasioned by the announcement that 
they were here to javestigate the suspected 


small-pox case, which ese sped from Belle- 











ville on Saturday evening lase and is now 
in isolation at Toronto. 

Dr, Bryce wld our reporter that their 
mission was to vet atall the facts of the 
caso from the time Whitney ariived here 
till he loft. They were anxious to find out 
where Whitney slept on Friday night and 
all person with whom he came in contact, 
Dr. Bryce said there was no doubt that 
the case was small-pox, but that there was 
no danger of infection in the stage of the 
disoase in which Whitney was when here. 

Dr. Bryce and Dr. Cassidy held a court 
of inquiry at Hotel Quinte last evening 
and oxamincd City Clerk Robertson, Dr. 
Tracy, Medical Health Officer, Dr. Clinton 
and Mr. P. Canniff, operator at tho G. N, 
W. telograph office. The investigation 
was held en camera and no jnformation 
was given out to the press. 

In reply to the question as to what was 
meant by general vaccination ordered in 
his telegram of Monday and reported ex- 
clusively in the InreLuicENcen of Tuesday, 
Dr. Bryce said stations should be estab- 
lished in tho city and the citizens invited 
to go to them and be vaccinated. While 
the telegram was addressed to the Mayor, 
he saw no necessity of the matter going be- 
fore the Council, as the case wes wholly in 
the hands of the Board of Health. 

The inquiry was adjouiaed at 12 o'clock 
last night till ten o'clock this morning. 

This morning when the Court of In- 
quiry was ready to resume there were no 
Witnesses present, although two parties 
had been notified to attend. After waiting 
till 11:30 Dr, Bryce had subpoenas issued 
from the County Crown Attorney's office 
for Oflicer Morton and George Johnson, 
plumber. The latter, upon receiving his 
subpoena, went at once and gave evidence, 
but Morton could not be found. He was 
in attendance, howeyer, shortly after 
dinner and gave his evidence.

DIPRESSTION IN AGRICULTURE, 








Royal Comuilssion Thinks a Freer Coinage 
of Silver Might Help Matters, 


London, Aug, 4.—The Royal Commis- 
sion on Agriculture has issued a report 
Suggesting vurious palliutives for the 
existing depression in agriculture, which 
the Commission attributes muinly to the 
general and persistent fall of prices and 
to foreign competition which is not 
likely to abate. The Commissioners are 
very much divided in opinion with refer- 
ence to ua remedy for falling prices. Ven 
of them, including the Right Hon, Henry 
Chaplin, President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, and the Right Elon, Walter 
Hume Long, Conservative member of 
Parliament for the West Derby Divi 
sion of Liverpool, sign a supplementary 
report declaring their belief that meas- 
ures tending to inerease the value of 
silver would greatly assist agriculture, 
but no recommendation on this subject 
is signed by the Commission as a whole, 

The supplementary report expresses 
the opinion that depression prevails 
alike in protective and free trade coun- 
trices, and is exspecinily severe in the 
United States: that heavy protective 
duties, when imposed in Germany ond

If you have not boen vaccinated within 
tho last seven yoars you must yinit one of 














vaccinating stations, which are situate 1 in 


the schools of the different wards, and 


have the operation performed. This was 
the proclamation sent out by the Board of 
Health yestorday afternoon, and they are 
mastors of the situation, 

There were present at the meoting Dr. 
P. H. Bryce, Secretary of the Provincial 
Board of Health, De, Tracy, Ci y Clerk 
Robertson, City Solicitor Masson, Messrs. 
J. Panter, 8. A. Moore and R, B, Cooper, 

The City Clerk said he hed sent Dr, 
Bryco’s instructions for a general vaccina- 
tion to the Mayor, who would likely be in 
the city during tho afternoon, 

In reference to the suspected crso of 
sinall-pox that had beon inthe city a few 
days since, Dr, Bryce said the man had ex- 
posed a great many persons. The question 
arose, was he dangerous to the public? He 
quoted an ominent English authority on 
small-pox to show that prrsons were 
ablo to communicate the disease dur- 


ing tho period of incubstion and 
up to the time whero tho skin 
is clear of it, but the disease 


was most virulont during the last stages. 
This man was in a contagious stage, 
Persons might become inoculated oven if 
Several yardu away from a diseased porson. 
They should realize their Javger and get 
the names of those persons who in any way 
came in contact with the man and have 
them vaccinated, The City Council had 
noglected their duty in not engaging a doc- 
tor to vaccinate all poor or indigent people, 
The Board of Health must take up the 
matter at once, ‘The more people vaccinat- 
ed now, the further ahead they would be 
should an epidemic break out. 

Moved by Mr. Moore, seconded by Mr. 
Panter, That this Board, under the powers 
of the Vaccination Act and the Public 
Health Act, does order that a general vac- 
cination be proclaimed and that persons in 
any way oxposed recently to small-pox in- 
fection bo at once vaccinated, and that the 
Council be notified to carry out the pro- 
visions of section 4 and other sections of 
Chap. 206, R.S.O., and if neglect thereof 
continues this Board will enforce the pro- 
visions of the Vaccination Act, as set foxth 
in section 5, as regay | the vaccination of all 
school childrén,—Carried, 

Mayor Johnson came in at this juncture 
and ask. 1 if jt was necossary to go on with 
vaccination at once, if it would not bo wise 
to wait and soo ifanyone had been inocu- 
lated. 

Dr. Bryce pointed out the danger of such 
& course and urged immediate action. 

The school in each ward was fixed as 
vaccinating stations, and all the medical 
practitioners in the city will be asked to 
assist in the vaccination, Every child 


must have a ceicificate for vacc:nation be- 
fore they can attend school. ‘The oxpense 
will be 25 conts for the doctor's foe and 
about 74 cents for the vaccine for each 
pationt, and the city will pay the oxponse. 

Dr. Bryce left last evening for Montreal 
to look into the manner in which the cases 
of small-pox there are being handled.

A Toronto paper says 

The Portland and Maine divisions of the 
Grand Trunk R silway some time ago sent 
representatives from the various sections of 
their branch of the railroad to straighten 
many differences with the officers of tho 
company. It appears they received no 
satisfaction, hearing or recognition from 
the head officials, and in consequence # 
joint meeting of tho Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Enginvers, Order of Railroad Oon- 
ductors, Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, Brothorliood of Railroad Firemen and 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trackmen, mut 
on the 28th day of July and confedorated 
the whole of these societies into one. It 
was decided at this gathering to appoint a 
committee composed of a conductor, loco- 
motive engineer, fireman, brakeman and 
trackinan from cach division to wait upon 
Mr, McGuigan, he Superintendent of the 
Grand Trunk Plway in Montreal, and 
there ventilate and argue their many griev- 
ances, Although they have been in the 
City of Montreal since Monday of this 
woek nothing has been arrived at definitely. 

Bofore avy stringent measures are passed 
or resorted to by the brotherhoods the 
Grand Master of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
metive Engineers, Mr. P. M. Arthur, will 
be called to Montreal from Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

GRIEVANCES OF THE MEN.

conference with anybody until pretty 
pearly a final agreement has been 
renched,

He was 
looked upon us one of the most trust 
worthy men financially in that city. In 
that year he suddenly disappeared, leay- 
ing his wife and two children, one seven 
und the other two years old. Another 
buby came a few months after his de- 
purture, but the deserted wife, who still 
clings to him and tries to protect him, 
hud no word from her husband for 
early four years, 

After he was gone it was found that 
$12,000 was missing from the funds of 
the Loan & Savings Company. It was 
also found that he had forged a cheque 
on the Imperial! Bank of Canada, drawn 
by the Security Loan & Savings Com- 
pany, and payable to John Reilly of 
Merritton, Ont, in discharge of a real 
estate transaction, The cheque was 
duted Oct, 6, 1890, and its umount was 
$3,310.16, 

On the same day, it is charged, he 
issued another fraudulent cheque, also 
payable to Johu Reilly, for $1,704.02. 
On both these cheques he is charged 
with having forged Reilly’s cndorse- 
mithe G Compe ” North 

‘he Guarantee Co ny of ort 
America, through its foutreal oftice, 
was on MucKae’s bond for $5000, us 
treasurer of the Loun & Savings Com- 
puny, and was forced to make that sum 
good, It immediately set to work, in 
conjunction with the Canadian police 
nuthorities, to trace the fugitive, The 
detectives found that he had gone to 
Montreal from St. Catharines, and that 
wo he had bought a ticket for New 

ork. 

When they followed MacRae to New 
York, however, it was found that he 
had sailed for Brazil a few days before. 
I’rom Brazil they traced him to the Ar- 
xentine Republic, and from there to 
Mexico. In Mexico they lost sight of 
him, but later learned that he had writ- 
ten to his wife to meet him tn New 
York, ‘This was early in 1894, and from 
that time until a few weeks ugo all 
trace of bim was lost. c 

A Boston detective, who had once done 
some work for the Guarantee Company 
and who had been furnished with a 
description of the missing map, noticed 
a guest at the Parker House last May 
who, he thought, was MucKae. Tit 
name on the register was Robert J. 
Gourley of New York. He was said 
to be a traveling advertising agent for 
The Trotter and Pacer, a sporting paper 
published in this city. 

The Boston detective wrote at once to 
the Guarantee Company, A Montreal 
who kuew him waited in Boston 
until the middle of June, when Gourley 
returned to Boston, and then was post- 
tively identified. From that time until

The Dervishes repeatedly charged 
through the narrow streets,  Winally 
thelr cavalry, having lost over one-half 
their number, fled precipitately, follow- 
el by about 100 infantry. ‘These were 
all that esenped, The Dervish com- 
ninnder, Mohammed Zein,was captured, 
Another well-known Emir stubboraly 
defended himself with his followers in 
a strongly fortified house, and was only 
killed at Inst when the house was de- 
stroyed by the artillery. _ 

A liurge number of prisoners, arms, 
stindanis, camels and Borses, with otlicr 
property, was taken, The Nile at Me 
Tawi ie in a most unpleasant ahite from 
the corpses floating down. 

The inhabitants, as during the ad- 
yanece of the Dongola expedition, huve 
shown every kind of reoicing at their 
deliverance from Dervish oppression. 
The gurrison at Abu Hamed has been 
much jucreased since the Khulifu’s de- 
feat of the Jnalin tribe and the capture 
of Metemneh by his forees, On the 
other hand, Col, Hunter's troops were 
nssisted in capturing the town by some 
friendly Arabs from Murad. 

The loss of Major Sidney and Lieut.

the known remedies for sunburn, chip. 
ped hands and “that tired fecling.” ‘Vhe 
siimmer girl can fix you up in any cir- 
cumstance, and if she happens to be 
stopping at your place by all means cul- 
tivate her nequaintance. 

A little library of “First Aid for the 
Wounded" goes with the medicine cheat, 
It consists of three little yolumes. One 
is devoted to bicycle accidents possible 
and probable, and how to get the pa- 
tient in shape to reach home with the 
aid of an ambulance.

ing it as “much as possible first. Very 
small medicine chests that will go in 
the tool-box come for bicyclists. For 
camping out there are large square medi- 
cine boxes, very complete and very orna- 
mental; and for an ocean voyage or a 
cruise upon a yacht there is a medicine 
chest with a distinct set of remedies, 

It is a very attractive fad, and one 
that has a useful end, not always to be 
discovered in the summer fid.—Grace 
Tlammond Smith, in Louisville Courier- 
Journal.

He has 
found large quantities of foreign ior- 
ganic matter in old brain cella, He 
shows how this “dirt” is brought into 
the system by the inspired air (enclos- 
uroses), through the cells of the lungs 
into the blood, and finds its final refuse 
heap in the ceils themselves, where it In- 
creases in amount hourly, and escapes 
the metabolism constantly occurring in 
the minute tissues, the rejuyenittion oft 
organic material, and the constant birth 
of fresh physiological structirves, 

The vastly superior power of brain 
cells to resist decay suggests to Dr. 
Stephens the invincibility of thought life 
in its final victory over death's decay. 
This very suggestive experimental st re- 
fers to the mental change which habit 
induces soon after each individual has 
reached the “prime of life.” Up to that 
point there is energy and hope jn all the 
tissues. After that pomt all the his- 
tological structures of the body lose 
heart, and make no effort to stem the 
tide which wets for “the downward path 
to death.” 

The dector deckires that the achinve- 
nient of modern special education, which 
enables the deaf to bear with their eves, 
aud tones up relaxed yoceal chords, which 
brings it to pass that the blind see with 
their fingers, taken in connection with 
the great longevity of ancient races, as 
descried in the Old Testament, aud as 
authenticated in monuments, shows that 
unusual length of lifehuste no a fak ac- 
compli of history, and suggests that the 
determination of life length is possibly 
and practically within the domain of 
thought.

Very few of the millions of people 
who carry Watches realize to what u 
wouderfal extent lubiication is develop 
ed, und what au extraordinary number 
of turns the balance wheel makes with 
one oiling, A Chestnut street watch 
maker, whose knowledge of these won 
derful pieces of mechanism is uet exceed- 
ed by any wan in this city, has made 
up an interesting table of comparison to 
the perfection of lubrication in a 
witch, 

A watch will run on one oillog from 


a year to a year and a half. Byery 
nunute the balance whee? turns on its 
axis 450 times and 27,000 times in an 
hour. Accepting a year ax the time 
the ordinary watch will run with one 
oiling, le finds that if the driver of a 
locomotive was as well oiled as a bal- 


mice wheel of a watch it ought to run 
sixty nriles an hour day and night for 
O48 days. or well on to two years, with 
one ofling. In that time it would tra- 
verse n distance equal to nearly forty 
times the circumference of the eartn. 
In view of the fact that in reality few 
locomotives will run one day without re 
ailing; he maintains that the waten 
maker has developed his art to a far 
greater degress than the  loeomotive 
builder has yet been abk to reach.

- ed a deaf earto the pleading of the 
. Hon. Sir Lours Dayres, our Minister of 
Marine and Fisherics, and gave an opinion 
_ that all the privileges accorded to England 
in the way of a reduction of duties on 
articles imported into Canada, must also 
be extended to all nations and countries 
haying treaties with Great Britain, con- 
ing the most fayored nations clause, 
also to France under the special treaty 
into which England entered on behalf of 
‘Canada, a couple of years ago. 
Chamberlain has therefore so informed the 
Canadian Government, and ordered all 
duties collected upon German and other 
fayored nations goods, over and above the 
minimum rate, to be refunded. 

In accordance with this decision, all 
moneys paid, in excess of the minimum 
rate, is to be refunded. 
and Parliament have so legislated on this 
question of tariffas to open the door for 
innumerable funds upon the revenue, 
which they will realize ere long. 

It will be interesting to those who have 
not studied this question to learn the ex- 
tent to which the minimum tariff rates will 
extend, and the number of countries to 
which it applies.

Lowry and his 
deputies, who ordered them to yo no 
further, Uriah Bellingham, the seader 
of the marchers, tried to push his way 
past the deputies, A scuttle ensued in 
Which Jacob Mott, a member of the 
bund, wis cut seriously over the eye 
by one of the deputies, causing the first 
bloodshed of the strike, 

About 2 o'clock this morning some of 
the deputies doing duty at the Mium 
Creek iines were called from Centre 
School to disperse a crowd of Mungar- 
june. Mary Elaas went to the camp 
aud aroused 75 of the Hungarians to 
the point of accompanying her to the 
company houses to do missionary work, 

The motly crowd got a good start 
before news of the movement was con- 
veyed to the De Armitt stables, whence 
the warniie was sent to the deputibs, 
After much chasing the deputies man 
uged to cuteh up with the crowd and 
dispersed them, 

Daring the morning about 40 women 
appeared on the rohd leading to Plum 
Creck. ‘The party was headed by the 
atrikers’ queen, Emma Haas, wearing 
& wreath of daisies and carrying a tlig. 
A number of banners were displiyed 
bearing striking inscriptions, ameng 
which were: “We ure out for womens 
rights. Sixty-nine cents or bust.” 
“United we stand, divided we fall, Lvs 
breud aud butter we want,” 

The deputies received many taunts and 
jeers, but the marching women were 
finally persuaded to return to their homes 
without upy serious trouble occurring. 

As soon as the report of the trouble 
at Plum Creek reached the miners’ head- 
quarters this morning, President Dolan 
left for Plum Creek to investigate the 
cause. He will bring Mott to this city 
and have an infornyition for assault 
made against Stewart, the deputy who 
it is alleged struck Mott with the horn. 
Dolan said he was still determined in 
his decision *to maintain the camps, out 
Will counsel the men to keep the peace, 

Superintendent De Arimitt of the Oak 
Hill mine No. 4 will make another 
determined effort to operater his 
mine with n largely increased 
number of diggers. Instead of import- 
ing men the miners now idle through 
sympathy with the strike are to be 
rounded up with a view of getting them 
to work, Deputies will be placed on 
guard at the homes of the miners willing 
to work, but unwilling to run the gaunt 
let of the strikers. 

Benjamin Tarr, the master-mechinic 
ut the mines, said to-day that most of 
the miners were afraid to yo to work, 
“They ure actually afraid to go to the 
pit or else they would be there now,” 
said he, “Yesterday we found a white- 
cap notice tacked on the door of one 
of the miner's houses warning him of 
the consequences if he dared to go to 
work before the strike fs ended, I turn- 
ed the warning over to Supt. De Arm-

‘Lo prevent the 
appearance of tartar, cat freely of com- 
ion cress. ‘This will even loosen tiurcir 
if owten two or three times a day, suc: 

Pie sume effect 
is produced, though perhaps not in an 
equal degree, by cuthug strawberries wid 
raspberries, especially the former, A leat 
of common green suge rubbed on the 
teeth morning and night, cleanses and 
polishes them beautifully, 

A inost refreshing antiseptic dentifrice, 
useful when the teeth ure decayed, may 
be made up from the following rec pe: 
‘Nineture of quillain bark, two ounces; 
pure curbolic acid, thirty drops; pure 
glycering, one ounce; oil of wintergreen, 
ten drops; oil of cinnamon, two drops} 
essence of cochineal, twenty drops; 
wiuter, twelve ounces; nix well together, 
A teaspoonful of the mixtuge should be 
added to balf a tumblerful of water to 
clean the teeth and rinse the mouth, 

When the gums are spongy tnd reced- 
ing an astringent wash is generally neces 
sury, otherwise the teeth are apt to be- 
come loose. Here is a recipe which will 
be found both pleasant and efficacious: 
Tincture of orna root, six diuchms; 
lavender water, two drachins; Uneture 
of cinnamon, feur drachms; tincture of 
cinchona bark, four drachma; eau de 
cologne, two ounces. Add half a tumb- 
lerful of water to rinse out the mouth 
twice a day. Another equally efficacious 
and pleasant preparation, called yviovet 
mouth-waah, is composed of tincture of 
orris root, four ounces; essential oil of 
almonds, one drop; attar of roses, ne 
drop; salicylic acid, four grains; proof 
spirit, two ounces. It should be used 
in the game proportions as the preceding 
rec . 

One of the best and simplest powders 
for the face is composed of plain corn 
flour, scented with na_little very finely 
vowdered orria root, Pure starch should 

lightly dusted over the akin with a 
ewansdown puff, not rubbed into — the 
pores. Face powder should be earefully 
and regularly removed from the fas) 
every night with soap and water, other-

PARIS POLICK ALARMED, 





They Mave Apparcatly Discovered That 
Faure is in Danger. 

Paris, Aug. 13.—The Paris police are 

beginning to think there is really some 
ground for the belief that the life of 
President Faure is in danger. LT igaro's 
correspondent at Sun Sebastian says: 
“Angiolillo, whom the examining mugis- 
trate in his questioning treated as a 
common murderer, guilty of a crime 
prompted by personal malice, again pro- 
tested that he wished to avenge the 
rsecuted Anarchists, 
“On the mugistrate remarking that in 
killing Senor Canovas he had removed 
only the man, and not the institution, 
Angiolillo retorted: ‘Ab, you think s0; 
but this is only an isofited execution, 
and you will see many others. We will 
compel you to ask for mercy, 1t’s not 
over yet. It will soon be Velix Maure’s 
turn. That brute will go through it like 
Carnot.’ 

To the magistrate’s observation that 
he, the murderer, was only playing his 
part in denying he had accomplices, 
Angiolillo merely replied: ‘T had no 
necomplices at all.’ 

“The magistrate is convinced,” the 
correspondent adds, “that the nation has 
to deal with a formidable organization, 
having ramifications in every country. 

“I think no doubt can be felt on this 
score, and information received by the 
examining magistrate during the last 
few days has put the authorities on the 
sight track.” . 

Meantime Faure is guarded with the 
utmost care. ‘The force or actectives, 
both in and outside the Elysee, has been 
strengthened, while in the future he 
will, on every public appearance he may 
make, be ranged in by the troops. 

Yesterday when he returned from the 
south, cuirassiers, with londed revolvers, 
rode alongside Nis carriage. ‘The fact 
is, the Anarchists look upon Faure as 
an embodiment of the bourgeoisie, which 
they hate more than the aristocracy. 

During the Moscow journey extraord- 
inary precautions will be observed. The 
anxiety of the police is positively alarm- 
ing, but they are working in the dark, 
since no real clue exists to the Anar- 
chist plots which yague, mysterions 
threats are foreshadowing.

British Association, every place in the 
Parisian, which arrived this week, had

‘This 
Iraser at Lachine is living on the land 
originally granted to the Fraser family 
after the close of the war, Sir Malcolin 
Fraser was once Deputy Governor of 
Western Australia, 

A report comes from Montreal that 
the evidence against W-° Ouimet of 
the St. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary 
in connection with the purchase of sup- 
plies for that institution is of such a 
character as to necessitate his dismissal. 

It is not likely that Premier Hardy's 
scheme of shutting out American 
shantymen from working in Canadian 
lumber camps will affect this district. 
From what can be learned from the 
Chatdicre lumbermen, their employes 
are solely Ganadian, It is in the Geor 
gian Bay district principally that Ame- 
ricans are employed, and in consequence 
this is where the new regulations will be 
felt. A few of the Chaudiere lumber 
men, however, express themselves in 
favor of Premier Hardy's proposal. 

Quebec, Que., Aug, 13.—The steamer 
Parisian arrived here this evening, hay- 
ing on board a large number of the dele- 
gates to the British Scientific Convention 
to be held in Toronto, Among them 
are Lord Lister and Sir William Turner, 
both of whom will spend to-morrow in 
Quebee as guests of Sir James Lemoine, 
at his country seat, Spencer Grange. 
The bulk of the members will proceed 
to Montreal on board of the steamer, 
which proceeds early in the morning. 
Amongst others who arrived by the 
Parisian are the Lord Bishop of Quebec 
and Mrs. Dunn, the Bishop of Algoma 
and the Bishop of Qu’Appelle and Mrs. 
Grisdale and daughters. 

A new circular letter re “Direct im- 
portation of goods’ under section 17 of 
the customs tariff, 1897, and section GS 
of Customs Act, has been issued. It 
rends: “Immediate transportation ” 
pipers are required to be furnished to 
collectors im presenting entries of gools 
which are claimed to have passed 
throngh another country “in transitu.” 
Tor instance, goods landed in New York 
or Boston for Ottawa should be fur- 
nished with such a document, “Imme- 
diate transportation certificate,” signed 
by the collector of customs at New 
York or Boston. The above certifie.te 
will he proof that the goods sent through 
the T nited States were not entered “for 
warehouse” or to remain in any coun- 
try intermediate for any purpose Other- 
wise the goods shall not be treated as 
goods imported “in transitu” through 
such intermediate country, but shall be 
treated as goods imported from such 
intermediate country, and be valued and 
rated for duty accordingly.

It is a dream of the farmer and the 
trader that wheat at a dollar a bushel 
shall be realized again. Experts in the 
grain trade predict that berore the win- 
er is half over the price will exceed 
that. A continuance of the present heavy 
export demand, it is believed, will make 
that hope a reality. 

The market yesterday reflected all 
these conditions. Pavorable advices from 
home and abroad sent the brokers early 
to the Produce Exchange, where an ex- 
citing opening was looked for, It wus 
not disappointing. At the sound of the 
gong for the beginning of business the 
wheat pit was in an uproar. Both the 
September and December options made 
new high records. September opened 
1-te higher, at 88 3-4c, and in the first 
half hour adyanced le per bushel, at 
89 3-4c, closing at SO 5-Se. 

December opened with simultancous 
quotations ranging from 8&7 14e to 
87 1-2c, the extreme price Deing an ad- 
yance of 8-Se from last night's closing. 
It then sold up to 89 8-4e, and closed 
at SS 5-Sc, a net gain of J] 1-2e per 
bushel,

A Medioal Warnings 

All medical men Of large experience 
ave frequently met with causes in whieh 
atients have pliced n bottle of medi 
cjne to their lips and taken a draught of 
8 contents In a dark room, under the 
npreasion that there was “only one bot 
le upon that shelf,’ when in realily 
ome other member of the family had 
placed other bottles there, In this way 
series cases of poisoning have occurred, 
In other cases a wife rising in the night 
to give some medicine to her husband 
or child has picked up the wrong bottle 
in the dim light, and adininistered a fa- 
al dese, with terrible result, 

Where medicine ordered in drops 
ou should always obtain «a medicine 
dropper from a drug store, aud ayoid at 
tempting to drop the medicine from the 
bottle, as it requires a very stendy hand 
and accurate counting to avoid mistake, 
Finally, let me warn you against one 
common habit, which is closely connect. 
ed with the use of bottles containing old 
medicines, and is strongly condemned 
by oculists, who most frequently meet 
with tt—the habit of preserving old medi- 
cine droppers which have been used for 
dropping fluids iato the eye. Quite 
frequently powerful medicines dry in 
these droppers, and when they are used 
sonic months afterwards for the intro- 
duction of eye washes they produce 
symptoms which very seriously alarm 
the patient, and which may to some ex- 
tent mystify the practitioner,—The Chan- 
tauquan fer July.

Macaulay's Extraordinary Memory. 

The secret of Macaulay's boundless 
acquirements was his quick, almost in- 
tuitive, discernment, and his extraordin- 
ary memory. ‘Te the end he read books 
fuster than other people skimmed them, 
ood skimmed them as fast as anyone 
else could turn the leaves.”’ His intel- 
lectual appetite was prodigious, and it 
was far frem being nice about the pabu- 
lum set before it. Asong with the best 
works of genius was devoured the most 
niiserable trash. And it mattered not 
what it was—Shakespefire or Mrs, Meek 
—it was never forgotten. Two pieces 
of rhyme rend in a provincial newspaper 
as he waited in the coffee room at Cam- 
bridge for the post-chaise, forty years 
afterward he could recall word for 
word. One afternoon, yisiting at a 
friend'# house with his father, he dis- 
covered on the table, ‘The Lay of the 
Last Minstrel.” While the elder Ma- 
eaulny talked, the younger was busy 
With the poem. He had no more than 
time to peruse it once, but coming home 
he wns able to repeat ‘to his mother 
several cantos of the werk, Once when 
going over te Ireland he beguiled the 
monotony of the sea passage by reading 
over from his memory as from a_ book 
the first half of “Paradise Lost.” He 
made the boast that, if oy apy chance 
“Paradise Lest’ and ‘The Pilgrim's 
Progress” were destroyed, he would un- 
dertnke to reproduce them from recol- 
lection. 


The New Orchard Peat, 


Prof. M. V. Slingerland of the Cornell 
University Agricultoral Experiment Sta- 
tion bas made a study of the new or- 
chard pest, and says that the “pistol case 
benrer” is more destructive than any of 
the "case bearers” ever known. He be- 
lieves it to be an Ameriean Insect. In 
Pennsylvania % hae already destroyed 
8000 trees, and has now made its ap- 
pearance in New York. Its range of 
food plants includes orchard fruits and 
probably the chestnut. It occurs from 
@anada southward, through New York 
and Pennsylvania, where only it his 
been destructive, and westward through 
Nebraska into New Mexico, It is very 
small and would hardly be noticed except 
for the “cases” which the little cater 
pillars wear, and which reveal them to 
the casual observer. Their form is_pls- 
tel-shaped. They are tough, leathery 
texture, apparently made from silken 
thrends, interwoven with pubescence 
from leaves. These little cases are odd 
looking little objects, and are seen pro- 
jecting from flower buds, leaves or 
twigs: It is doubtful if any spray will 
rench the insect in its winter quarters, 
—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Bought «a Town anid Mevod It Six Miles, 


FPyery now and then marveleus stories 
come out of the West. One of the most 
remarkable is told by a Missourian. It 
is a story of the days when the peo- 
ple of the Bullion State were driving out 
of it the Mormons. The latter built a 
town ‘at Nauvoo, on the banks of the 
Mississippi, ‘There they erected their 
temple and were making much progress, 
until the people of Illinois arose in anger, 
burned the temple, murdered Joe Smith, 
and drove the rest of the community 
to take final refuge in Utah. Afterward 
a colony of Russian colonists came along 
and bought the land. They bad no use 
for the 350 buildings, and sold them te 
a Missourian for a trifle. The following 
winter this enterprising individual put 
rollers under the houses, slid them dowa 
the banks of the frozen river, and then 
slid, rolled and pushed them six miles 
further up the stream, where, ulone und 
single-handed he founded the town of 
Fort Madison, Ia.—Oregonian,

Torning Iron Sands Into Steel, 


A means has been found of turning 
the fron sands of Taranaki, in New 
Zealand, into commercin! iron amd steel, 
The sands extend ever forty miles of 
beach, many feet decp, and stretching 
out 300 yards below Jow water. They 
consist of magnetic dron perfectly free 
from sulphur, phosphorus and other im- 
puritics, except a small percentage of 
titanium. Chea coal’ can be had not 
far away, and lime and chy are near 
by. Hitherto all attempts to utilize the 
fron have proved fulile. By the new 
method bricks orade of 160 parts of brow 
sand with fifty parts of yellow clay and 
fifty parte of blue clay are pat in the 
furnace with briquettes made of oal 
breeve. waw bituminous coay slag 
coment and coal tar. 


Tomato Cateupe 

Select nice ripe tomatoes, mash them 
te o pulp ia a clean buttertub with the 
hand; cover, and let stund to ferment 
three days, stirring it each day. Then 
rub the tomatoes through u sieve, pince 
the strained tomatoes over the fire, 
and boil without a cover to a creamy 
thickness; then measure them; add to 
each gallon of catsup half pound sugar, 
half cupful of salt, half pint Vinegar, one 
teaspoonful extract of cloves, two ton- 
spoonfuls of ground mace and ore halt 
acant even teaspoonful cayenne pepper, 
hoil fen minutes, then bottle.—New York 
Press.

The Count of Turin, considering the let- 
ters of Prince Henri of Orleans to The Fl 
guro, offensive to the Itallan army, wrote 
him on July 6 demanding a retraction. Thi» 
letter could not be answered untll Aug. 
11, the duy of the arrival of Prince Henri 
in Irance, The Prince replied to the 
Count’s demand by telegram, maintaining 
the yight of a traveler to record bis -ex-

The officlil account then describes the 
arrangements for the duel, gives the names 
of the respective seconds, and says that 
the encounter was Inevitable. 

By common accord, the conditions were 
settled as follows: 

The weapon to be the duelling sword; 
euch combatant to nee that of his own 
country, but the blades to be of equal 
length; either combatant to be at Hberty 
to maintain the ground he galns, and each 
to be ullowed the spuce of 15 metres with- 
in which to advance or retire; each as- 
sault to continue four minutes; the conr 
hat to be resumed In the positions occu- 
pled, and only to terminate on the decls- 
Jon of the four seconds or the advice of 
the doctor when one of the adversaries Is 
manifestly In a state of {uferlority; the 
conduct of the meeting to be entrusted al- 
ternately to the two parties, lota being 
drawn at commencement, 

Yhis latter feature of the arrangement 
Was due to the formal objection of the 
seconds of Prince Henri of Orleans to the 
direction of the encounter by & fifth party. 
AL ao Inter meeting yesterday the seconds 
decided upon the rendezyous, 

Whe process-yerbal then proceeds to de- 
sertbe the encounter. It says that in the 
first assault Prince Henri was touched In 
the right breast, though the weapon did 
not penetrate beyond the subcutaneous cel- 
lular tissue, On the strength of the re- 
port of the doctors, the seconds decided 
that the combat must go on, 

The second assault was stopped because 
the combatants came into close quarters, 

In the third assault the Count of Turin 
was hit In the back of the right hand, but 
the weapon did not penetrate beyond the 
subcutaneous cellular tissue. 

In the fourth assault the umpire, Major 
Leontleff, declared that the sword of Prince 
Henri was bent, and stopped the engige- 
ment long cnough to furnish His Royal 
Highness with a new weapon, 

In the fifth assault the combatants again 
got Into close quarters, and were imme: 
diately stopped, Prinee Henri, tu a counter 
Dlow belug bit in the right lower region 
of the abdomen, The doctors on both sides 
exumined the wound and declared that 
Prince Henri was rendered by It clearly 
inferior to his antagonist. 

Major Leontief! and M. Monorichon pro- 
posed that the combat be stopped and this 
was done by common accord. 

While his wound was being dressed, Prince 
Heurl, rmilsing bimself upon the ground, ex- 
tended his hand to the Count of Turin, say- 
ing: 

“Allow me, Monselgneur, to shuke hands 
with you.’’ 

The Count extended his hand. 

The physiclans present were Dr, Toupet 
and Dr, Hartman on behalf of Prince Henri 
and Dr. Carle on behalf of the Count of 
Turin, This account of the fighting was 
signed by the seconds, 

The details of the duel show that the 
encounter was very sharp and determined. 
Immediately on the crossing of swords, 
Prince Henri vigorously pressed his adyer- 
sury. Lhe Count of Turin retreated to the 
limit of the ground, and then resumloug the 
offensive, touched his opponent. The third 
und fourth assaults ended in long enguge- 
ments within guard, 

The Temps says that the wound In the 
abdomen of Prince Henri is serious but not 
nlarming. Had the Count of ‘Turin’s stccl 
gone half a centlinetre deeper the Intestines 
would have been perforated. 

After his wound had received a prelim- 
inary dressing Prince Henri walked to his 
carringe unaided. The Count of Turin, ac- 
companied by his seconds, left Paris for 
Italy this afternoon, He was not ex- 
perienclug any special distress from hls 
wound,

NEW DESIGNS IN CURTAINS. 
Effective Styles, Entirely Novel in Char- 
actor, For the Coming Season. 


The stylish lace curtains for next 
season are elaborately decorated with 
ribbon work, The designs which, «c- 
cording to the dealers, will be most 
popular are floral, and are very pro- 
nounced. When curried out on cream 
nets with white satin ribbots of various 
widths the effect is very strikng. 

The newest curtains have centres of 
plain, course nets, with an edge of lice 
and an inner border of ribbon work. 
One pair of curtains whose design is par- 
ticularly beautiful has un edge of re- 
naissance lace eight or ten inches deep, 
with an inner border twelye inches wide 
of Maurie Antoinette desigu, showing long- 
handled baskets filled with flowers and 
caught together with bowknots, The bas- 
kets, flowers, and bowknects are all work- 
ed in cream satin ribbons of yarivus 
widths. The centres of these curtains 
are of plain white bobbinet. The design 
on another curtain is a combination of 
renaissance, Weyptian, and Marie An- 
tionette styles. The centre ix of heavy 
cream bobbinet with a six-inch edge of 
renaissance lace, Then comes a strip 
of the plain net about the same width, 
followed by a strip of Ngyptian insertion 
about twelve inches wile. Over this 
strip of plain net and Egyptian insertion 
runs a floral design worked in satin 
ribbon whose leayes and flowers are 
as large tis dinner plates. 

In curtains of Brussels lace the great- 
est change is in the plain borders and 
lain centres. The edges of the new 

russels curtains haye pluin hems intead 
of the old-fashioned scallop, The fash- 
ionable flowers on these curtains are 
gigantic pansies and arum lilies combined 
with maiden-hair ferns, 

Lace curtyins'in deep cream promise to 
be more populur than ever, ind there ure 
two new styles, both of French origin. 
Terera curtains, the handsomest of these, 
have ft centre of plain net almost as 
heavy and coarse us Russian lace, with 
a border of a floral scroll design in a 
lace-which appears to be a combination 
of Royal Battenburg and duchess. ‘The 
other new curtains have a de open- 
work border made up of Brussels lace, 
Irish point and tambour work. These 
curtains are quite expensive, and the 
dealers seem to think tnetr popularity 
doubtful, owing to the striking contrast 
between the dead white of the Irish 
point and the deep cream of the other 
two laces. Russian lace still holds its 
own in cream lace curtains, The newest 
designs haye plain lace edges varying in 
width from several inches to more than 
one yard. 

For bedrooms Irish point nnd tambour 
net will take the place of Swiss and the 
various muslins which for several years 
have been so popular, These two lices 
will be much more reasonable in price 
than heretofore, though apparently the 
quantity has not been cheapened nor are 
the designs less pleasing. They are 
brought out in several entirely new de- 
signs, many of which are especially ar- 
tistic. Japanese silks will he extensive 
ly used in bedrooms for curtains as well 
as draperies. The newest comes of 
double width in deep, rich colors, with 
slim grotesque figures of trees, flowers 
and occasionally animals several feet in 
height. WVilain denim will no longer be 
used except as a cheap floor covering. 
In its place comes a double-width cot- 
ton fabric resembling corduroy more 
than anything else. There is als o a 
donble-width cotton fabric in excellent 
imitation of Bagdad, which is new and 
cheap and will be much used for bedroom 
draperies. The new cretonnes are all 
double-width, with floral designs, bril- 
liant in coloring and gigantic in size. 

For portieres and heavier curtains the 
newest is a heayy silk moire with deep 
knotted fringe, top and bottom. These 
curtains come in white and all shades 
with fringe varying in depth from four 
inches to one foot, In the various 
qualities of silk or wool damasks the 
newest designs are Syrians and Moorish. 
The figures and colorings are larger and 
more brilliant than have been ured in 
a dozen or more years, Chenille cur- 
tnins and portieres have had their day. 
and there will be no fresh ones on the 
market in the coming season, Double- 
faced Bagdad takes the place of the old 
one-sided drapery of that name, and 
strange to relate it will be sold for less 
money, This reduction, according to the 
dealers, is caused by the Armenian and 
Turkish troubles. There is a new French 
portieres fabric of silk and cotton whieh 
is very striking and is said to be stylish, 
The stripes, which run up and down, 
are very broad and high colored, and 
are broken at unequal distances by mis- 
shapen figures or splotches of unequal 
sizes. A curtain of this fabric that had 
but three stripes showed every color of 
the spectrum and a spot of black and 
white. 

Bead portieres will be used, and the 
most popular is the style known as 
“Job's tears,” ‘These curtains ure made 
by children in Japan and cost compara- 
tively little, when one remembers thut 
many of them contain ore than 80,000 
beads. Bamboo curtains, which are 
much cheaper than those made of beads, 
come for next season, more reasonable 
in price, though better in quality and 
coloring than eyer before,

Forestry ‘in “Ontario. 


The Bureau of Forestry of Ontario has 
just issued its annual report, which pre 
sents a clear view of existiny conditions in 
the Province as rojards the forosts and the 
timber supply, as well as imuvh practical 
Information for farmers ou tree planting 
and preservation. The report details thd 
considerations which led to the appoint 
ment of the Forestry Commission, which 
is now at work iavestigutiog the question 
of replanting the waste lands with timber. 
It points out that the problem has ontered 
upon & Dow phase, since oxporience and 
observation hive conclusively proved that 
the pine forests whieh aro so important a 
source of our provincial wealth will pro: 
duce themselves in perpetuity, provided 
only that the ravages of tire can be preyent- 
ed, The impression which has so long and 
so widely prevailed that the pine when 
cleared away will necessarily bo succeed by 
woods of an inferior character, has been 
proved incorrect. Thia only occurs when 
fire destroys the youny trees and the seeds 
in the ground. Such being the case there 
is no reason why, the Conmmissioner 
argues, with reasonable precuutions our 
pine supply should not remain sutlicient 
for all demands upon it. 

The importance of forestry to the farm: 
ers is urged, and figures are given, compiled 
from the statistics of the Bureau of In- 
dustries, showing the extent to which de- 
forestation has been carried in many of the 
older settled districts. The results, owing 
to the work of the Bureau in previous 
years, are by this time well-known. ‘The 
frequent floods and droughts, so injurious 
to agricultural prosperity, are clearly trace: 
able to this cause. ‘The conclusions long 
sinco arrived at by scientilic observers as to 
the highly injurious effects of over clear: 
ance upon climate are reinforced by later 
observations a3 to the effect of wind- 
breaks in preserying the moisture of the 
soil, some of the most convincing of which 
are given in detail. Farmers are strongly 
advised to plant the waste land with dc- 
sirable varieties of trees, with a view to 
future profit. As is pointed oul, many 
kinds of timber are continuilly growing 
scarcer and dearer as the supply becom.s 
exhausted, while the demand for commer- 
cial purposes is continually on the increase, 
so that the farmer who preserves or plants 
timber judiciously adds inaterially to the 
value of his farm and provides a future 
source of revenue, 

The report cowprises papers on the 
study of nature in the schools, urging that 
the idea carried out to some extent on 
Arbor Day should be nore thoroughly in-

THE TRUE STORY OF THE HISTORI- 
CAL LITTLE ANIMAL 


A Massachusettes Tale Phat Ie Unique in

One cold, bleak, March 
morning I wept out with father, and 
after the cows had been fed we went 
to the sheep pen, and found two lambs 
which had been born in the night. One 
of them had been forsaken by its mo- 
ther, and through neglect was about 
dead from cold and for want of food. I 
sow it had a Itttle life and wanted to 
take it into the house, but father said 
no; it was about dead anyway, and at 
the best could Nve but a short time, 
But I couldn't bear to see the poor little 
thing suffer, and IT tensed until I got it 
into the house, and then I worked upon 
mother's sympathies, It could not at 
first swaHow, and the catnip tea I had

mother } ake for my very sick friend 
it coulu wot take for a long time. I yout 
the lumbl warm the first thing, which 
was done by wrapping her in an old 
gurment and bokling her in my aris 
beside the fireside, All day long I murs:

But L wasu't then 
sutistied it would live and I sat up all 
night with it, fearing jt wouldn't be

the morning, to my girlish delight, it 
could stand; then it improved rapidly, 
soon learned to drink milk, and from 
the time it could walk about it would 
follow me anywhere if I only called it 
We roamed the fields toxether, and were, 
in fact, companions and fast friends. 

“The fleece of the lamb was of the 
finest and whitest, and I would ¢oml 
it every day and tie the weol with bright 
ribbons and dress it up in pantaletts and 
o shawl The day the ab went to 
school I hadn't seen her previous to 
atarting off, and not wanting to go with- 
out getting her, I called. She rendily 
recognized my voice and soon I heard a 
faint bleating way down the field. More 
and more distinctly I could hear it, and 
I knew my pet was coming to meet me. 
My brother, Nathaniel, said: ‘Lets 
take the lamb to school with us.’ I 
thought it would be a good idea, and I 
consented, and she followed along right 
behind me. 

“When the schoolhouse was reached 
the teacher nad not arrived, and but 
few scholars were there. Then I begun 
to think what I shount do with the lund 
while school was jn session. I took ler 
down to my seat—you keow we hid 
old-fashioned, high, boarded up seats 
then, Well I put the lamb under the 
seat, put on her blanket amd she Jail 
down just as quietly as could be, By 
and by I bad to go out to recite anil 
left the lamb all richt. but in a moment 
there was a clatter, clatter on the floor, 
and I knew it was the pattering of the 
hoofs of my limb, The teacher huch- 
ed outright, and of course all the child- 
ren giggled. I took the lamb ont and 
put it in a shed until I was ready to 
Ko Rome at noon, when ik followed me 
ack. 

“Visiting the school that forenoon was 
a young man named John Roulstone, a 
nephew of the Rev. Samuel Capin, who 
was then settled in Sterling, and with 
whom the young man was preparing to 
enter Harvard Collece. Young Roul- 
stone, who died of consumption before 
the end of the freshman year, was very 
much pleased with the school incideny, 
and the next day he rode across th 
fields on horseback, came to the little 
old schoolhouse and handed me n slip of 
paper, which had written upon it three 
verses, which are the original lines, but 
since then there have been two verses 
added by a Mrs. Hale.

It followed her to school one day, 
Which was against the rule;

And so the teacher turned It out, 
But still it lingered near, 
And waited patiently about, 

Til Mary did appear. 


“The death of my pet took place on 
Thanksgiving day. 

“We were all out in the barn, where 
the lamb had followed me, It ran right 
in front of the cows fastened in the 
stanchions that extended along the feed- 
box. One of the creatures gave its 
head a toss, then lowered its horns and 
gored my lamb, which gave a plercing, 
agonizing bleat amd came = toward ine 
with the blood streaming down its side. 
I took it in my arms, placed its hend in 
my ap, and there it bled to death. Dur 
ing its dying moments it would turn its 
little head, look up into my face in a 
most appealing manner, as though it 
would ask if it could, if there was not 
something that I could do for it. It 
wes a sorrowful moment for me, for the 
companion of many of my romps, my 
playfcllow of many a long summer's 
day, had given up its life, und its plice 
could not be filled in my childish heart.” 

Mrs. Tyler speaks of a Mrs. Hale 
adding several lines to the three original 
Verses, und someone, at one time, claim- 
ed the whole poem for Mra. Hale, bat 
we trust that this narrative, as told by 
Mra. ‘Tyler, may eettle the authorship. 
A letter received recently from a ne 
phew now nearly seventy yars of age, 
writes of having “not only Aunt Mary. 
but his grandmother and Uncle Nat, tell 
him the story when a little boy, and his 
Uncle Nat was the one who showed him 
where the lamb waa found by Aunt 
Mary.”

Magistrate Pilnt's Judgment

The business of making soap, rendering 
tallow and purchasing and preserving hides 
has been carried on in the promises in 
question for a period of at least aay: yoars, 
or the last fifteen yoars soap has not 
been made, 

It is charged that in the ordinary proso- 

cution of their business noxious and dis- 
agrocablo odors arise which affiet the 
c wort and health of that portion of the 
community living near the locus in quo, 
and it is urged that as a public nuisance it 
should be abated. A very largo number of 
witnesses have from time to time beon 
called in the case. A largo number havo 
declared that tho odors interfere with 
thoir comfort and causo thom annoyance. 
Somo have testified as to their inability to 
enjoy their meals on account of the bad 
smells, Others declare they are obliged 
to close thoir windows and that frequently 
at night time the odors have become in- 
supportable. A large number of people 
have stated that the odors were unpleas- 
ant, but that they did not materially in- 
terfore with their enjoyment of their 
hemes. Some haye stated that they did 
not find the odors disagreeablo. The 
Criminal Code defines a common nuisance 
asan unlawful act which endangers tho 
lives, safety, health, property or comfort 
of the public, by which the public are 
obstructed in the enjoyment of any right 
common to Her Majesty's subjects, 

By section 63 of tho Public Health Act, 
in case «person establishes, without the 
consent of the Municipal Council of the 
locality,any offensive trade, such as storing 
of hides, soap boiling or tallow melting or 
any other noxious trade, business or manu- 
facture or such as may become offensive, he 
Shall be liable to a ponalty of $250, and 
ony person carrying on a business so es- 
tablished shall be liable to a penalty of 
$10 for every day the busivess is carried 
on after notice has been given by the 
Board of Health requiring a discontinuance 
of the trade. The case has been argued 
with much ability by Mr. Porter and Mr. 
Wallbridge. Iam afraid that clause 63 of 
the Health Act applies to this business. 

To hold this, is to give the Act an 
6x post facto effect. I think all of the Act 
was not in existence when the business was 
ostablished ; yet, after the passage of the 
Act, a continuance of the business would 
be an establishing within the meaning of 
the Act. / 

If this holding is not correct, then an 
old business carried on before the passage 
of the Act might still be carried on, no 
matter how noxious or offensive it might 
be. The object of the Actis to give the 
municipality the right to license and con- 
trol such a business, and to declare that it 
shall not be carried on without the consent 
and license of the municipality. I think 
the onus of proving the license is on the 
defendants. 

By the terms of the Act it is quite clear 
that tallow rendering and hide storing aro 
considered as offensive trades. They aro 
mentioned in the Act as offensive trades. 
The Logislature hus therefore positively 
declared such trades to be offensive and 
requiring license. 

This haying been declared by the Legis- 
lature, in my opinion renders entirely un- 
necessary any evidence whatever as to 
whether the sinells are noxious or other- 
wise, 

Dr. Bryce in his evidence declared that 
odors from rendering tallow would ascend 
in the air and would be by the air decom- 
posed and injurious to the health. 


The Dr. declared the only way was to 
convoy them by a pipe into the furnace or 
uso a steam plant. I find the drift of 
authority to be in favor of the view that 
length of time does not give « right to con- 
tinue a nuisance. That if the business is 
of 4 noxious character the length of time 
does not prevent its abatement. A  busi- 
ness which throws into the air matter in- 
jurious to health must be a*tommon 
nuisance, whether the people in the Vicinity 
like or dislike the odors, Such a business, 
described as offensive by tho Legislature, 
must bp a public nuisance, TI do not think 
it was necessary to bring these defendants 
bofore me. The Board of Health of the 
City has full power to deal with anything 
that is acommon nuisance. Mr. Porter's 
argument as to payers nuisances and pub- 
lic nuisances [ should consider Vory strong, 
probably under the weight of evidence 
dutliciently strong to go a vory 
long way towards declaring tho 
business not a public nuisance, but 
as Tam bound by tho statute and my 
view of its provisions, I think it idle to 
discuss the many points raised by the 
defendants. IT think, under the statute, a 
trade declared by law to be an offensive 
trade requiring public license, must, under 
the evidence here, be considered acommon 
nuisance, 

Tam quite prepared to admit that proba- 
bly a fair majority of the witnesses declared 
the smolls, although disagreeable, did not 
interfere with thoir enjoyment, but if

The Soldier In Germany. 

We say much in our press of militarism 
being of heavy burden to Germany. We 
mein usually that the cost of maintaining 
half a willion men in times of peaco is 
something of a burden to a sandy country 
With a poor population. ‘True enough; 
but that cost is cho.rly paid evon in Ger- 
many, for it represents to the uothinking 
the insurance of their national indepen- 
dence. The real burden of the mnilitary 
system in Germany falls indirectly much 
more heavily than it does in the budget. 
The burden lies in the fact that soldiors 
are selected for nearly oyery oflice, from 
railway porters to prime ministers, Now 
military discipline is a good thing up toa 
certain point. But thore is a point in sol- 
dier-traininy whore the recruit ceases to be 
a citizen,and thinks only us a governmental 
atom. ‘This is peculiarly the caso in Ger- 
mavy. The Governtnent first converts its 
citizens into military machines, and then 
places theso automata in positions of politi- 
cal responsibility where the largest-amount 
of common-sense and practical exporivnce 
are required, 

Now the soldior is not a man trained to 
economy or to inventiveness. His busi- 
ness a8 @ soldier isto spend government 
money freely, and to destroy by bullut 
and sabre whatever opposes him Ho 
rides down growing crops, wastes whatever 
ho touches, never firgues —command 4, or 
else obeys, That is tho ideal soldier — the 
Phil Sheridan, the Marlborough. With 
these qualities frequently honesty, 
adiniaistrative capucily, courage, but rare- 
ly the gift of persuasion, other than by 
an ultimatum.— Harper's Weekly,

Washington, Aug. 16.—Willlam J. Jones, 
U.S. Commissioner to Alaska, assigned to 
St. Michacl's, has sent to the Interlor De- 
partment the following report on the gold 
rusb, In a letter dated at Dyea, Alnska,

Indian Chicken Curry. 


The hot weather sugests to the cpi- 
cure “curri¢s with them rice,” Bust in- 
dian chutneys that should uccompuny the 
curries, and muflagatawyn soups, us well 
4s iced sherbets and creams, 

Only those men und women who have 
lived in luxury under the suns of the 
tropics understand thoroughly how to 
sel & summer table, where the food is 
the most delicious of its kind, and is 
scientifically selected to meet the needs 
of the system in bot weather, 

What is needed in summer is a deli- 
cate meat diet, but oue substantial en- 
ough to make up for the wastes of the 
system ciused by heat. ‘lo accomplish 
this end, there should be us little drain 
us possible on the digestive powers, In 
winter, when vigorous exercise is taken 
to keep the body warm, the digestive 
powers are capable of more wrk. In 
summer the digestion has not such stim- 
lus and there is usually need of stimu- 
lants for digestion, such as mustard, 
curries and yarieties of those “hot” or 
deyilled dishes which people unacquaint- 
ed with the science of the table fre- 
quently associate with winter food. 

Curries are purely a summer dish, de- 
Signed for sultry . days, Lamb, veal, 
chicken and rabbit meat are all utilized. 
A teaspoonful of curry powder added to 
4 pint of a dainty stew of any of these 
meats converts it into a curry. Per- 
sons who have lived in India and other 
parts of the tropics frequently use 
curry powder much as we use pepper, 
sprinkling it from an individual castor 
over eggs or services of meat. Curry 
powder is not used as much in this 
country as in England, where a great 
many peoples have acquired the taste 
sora residence at one time or another in 

ndia, 

It is a wholesome taste, and one that 
offers the stimulus of a change at a sea- 
son when the appetite often fags. As 
far as possible the table should be dif- 
ferent every season. By serving a va- 
riety of dishes in their season, without 
straining the purse to serve them out 
of season, the best, most varied and 
most wholesome table may be regularly 
maintained. 

_ A bottle of the best English curry 
powder, which will be suficient to give 
‘many curried dishes, costs but 25 cents. 
It is, therefore, cheaper to buy it in 
this way than to make it; but for those 
who are in the country, far from those 
city grocers who sell curry powder, a 
receipt may be of value 

Purchase at a trustworthy druggist’s 
three ounces of coriander seed, three 
ounces of best tumeric, one ounee each 
of black pepper, mustard and gyrcr, 
half an ounce of eardamon seeds, and 
one-quarter of an ounce ef cumin seeds. 
This receipt comes from India, and dates 
back to the days ef that famous Kaglish 
gastronome, Dr. Kitchener, 

It is still the rule most often used to- 
day. Sometimes a quarter of an ounce 
of cnyenne pepper is added to it. 
Pound the seeds to a powder, and add 
the other ingredients. Mix them thor- 
oughly, and keep them in a bottle close 
ly corked from the air. 

To make a genuine Hast India chicken 
curry, parboil a pair of tender chickens, 

Remove the bones and cut the flesh 
up into two-inch squares. Season and 
dredge the chicken lightly with flour. 
I'ry a white onion cut fine and a half 
clove of garlic (the latter is not strictly 
necessary) in two large tab! fuls 
of butter. Remoye the garlic, if used, 
and put in the pieces of chicken and fry 
them a fine brown. Add a tablespoor- 
ful of flour te the butter the chickens 
were fried in, and stir m slowly about 
three cupfuls of the water they were 
parboiled in. Let this sauce boil slow- 
ly a few minntes, then add the pieces of 
fried chicken, with a tablespoonful of 
grated cocoanut, and let the whole sim- 
mer a quarter ef an hour. Then dish 
the chickens and stir into the broth a 
tublespoonful of the best English curry 
powder which has been wet to a paste 
with a little water. Taste the liquid 
to see if it is well-sensoned. Draw the 
pot containing it to the back of the fire, 
and add the yolks of two eggs, first beat- 
en with a little of the hot broth. Do 
not let the liquid boil again, but turn it 
at once over the chickens, which should 
be surrounded by a border of rice. 

The proper thing to serve with this 
curry is “sweet mango.” It is excelleat 
with no other accompaniment than rice. 
It is not strictly necessary to parboil 
the chicken, though Hast Indian cooks 
do it. ender chickens can be fried 
in butter without previously parboiling 
them, They may then be simmered 
slowly in a little water or chicken stock, 
in pluce of the parboiled water. Senson 
them as described, but, if you desire, 
omit the cocoanut. Veal or lamb curry 
may be prepared in the same way. 

A famous Bnglish curry beara the 
name of Lord Clive, To make Lord 
Clive curry, stew until tender in a rich 
stock six sliced onions, a sliced green 
apple and a clove of garlic cut in half. 
Add a teaspoonful of curry powder, and 
senson with snit and cayenne pepper, 
Warm up in this sauce any kind of deli- 
cate cooked meat cut into small pieces.

“The evidence taken by Dr, Se hy Pro- 
vinclal Secretary of the Board of Health, in 
connection with the escape of the smallpox 
yatient Whitney from Belleville, was laid 
tarere the Board ata special meeting held 
this morning. From the evidence obtained 
it appears that an astonishing laxity reigns 
in the Belleville heaith department. 

“Whitney, {t appears, beat his way on a 
freight train fiom Montreal to Belleville, 
where he arrived on Saturday, July 31. He 
spent most ot the afternoon around the ex: 
press office in Belleville, where he sent for 
money, and at 4 o'clock receiyed $4 from 
Toronto, The expressclerk thought he had 
smallpox and made him stay out in tho 
lane, where some plumbers were at work. 
Oae plumber, George Johnson, who plays 
the part of Nemesis in the story, struck up 

anu aquaintance with Whitney and acted as 
intermediary between him and the express 
clerk, 

Tt got noised about town that there 
was 4 man with smallpox down at the ex- 
press office, and the matter came to the ears 
of Mr. Morton, the Sanitary Inspector, who 
came to have a look athim. Dr. Clinton, « 
local practitioner, was passing in a buggy, 
and Morton took Whitney out in the road 
to be inspected. Dr. Clinton said the man 
had smallpox, and should be taken in charge 
and Isolated, 

“Then the rumor reached the ears of Dr. 
Tracy, Belleville’s Medical Health Ollicer, 
who also went to the express office to have 
alookathis man. He was satisfied that 
Whitney had smallpox and at 5 p.m, a 
meeting was held in the City Hall, at which 
Dr. Tracy, City Clerk Robertson, City Soli- 
citor Masson and Inspector Morton were 
present. The City Solicitor looked up the 
law, and it was decided that Whitney 
should be detained and isolated. Dre, Tracy 
asked where he could be pat, and Inspector 
Morton sugested the house of one Rosa 
Thompson. Dr. Tracy went to the house to 
make arrangements and Inspector Morton 
went to the express office to arrest his nan, 

“The doctor says he wailed until 6 o'clock 
at the Rosa Thompson house, but no Mor- 
ton and no smallpox patient arrived. ‘Then 
he went to look for him. 

‘The plumber George Johnson here comes 
into the story azain. While the officials 
were discussing Whitney's fate at the Vity 
Hall, the sick nan askea Johnson if there 
was a train be‘could get to Toronto on. 
Johnson sald no, but mentioned the possi- 
bility of his getting away on the Passport. 
Whitney decided on this course, and John- 
sor advised him to go to the wharf by way 
of Pfonucle street, where he would not be 
observed, Whitney started off, and so he 
was missing when Inspector Morton came 
to look for him. 

“Dr, Tracy and Inspector Morton met 
again about 7 p.m,, and started to search 
for him, While they were driving sloug 
Frout street Whitney passed by on a street 
car, The car was stopped and the man 
secured, and here the testimony diverges, 
Dr. Tracy deposes that he told Morton to 
take Whitney in charge, and get him some- 
thing to eat. He thought that the instruc. 
tions glyen Morton in the afternoon were 
stil! in force, 

** Morton, on the other band, declares that 
Dr, Tracy told hin to let the man yo and 
buy him some provisions. Morton inter 
preted these instructions so widely that he 
told Whitney to get out of town as fast as 
he could and stay away, Whitney vamoosed, 
Migefo did not think of his going by the 
OU, 


“The plumber George Johnson turned up 
yet again in connection with Whitney's 
escape on the boat. That fearless man weut 
down to the wharf and observed the small- 
pox yictiin sneak out from behind a pile of 
umber and smuggle himself on board the 
Passport, Then the worthy Johnson went 
up town and told Inspector Morton that 
Whitney had escaped on the Passport, Of 
course, Inspector Morton was yery much 
astounded and telephoned to Dr. Tracy, 
who was also astounded, and alter two 
hours telephoned and warned Dr. Sheard at 
Toronto. A curious phase of the matter is 
the abnormul interest taken in the case 
by Piumber George Johnson, who told 
Whitney to go on the Passport and saw 
that he went entirely on his own responsi- 
bility, and also the fact that Dr. Tracy, 
though maintaining that he intended to de 
tain Whitney, neglected to obtain bedding 
and make other provisions for his reception 
at the Rosa Thompson house, 

"On the basis of this evidence the report 
stated that there could be no doubt of cnl- 
pability in the actions of Whitney and the 
officlals of the City of Belleville. [t there 
fore recommended that the eyidence be 
handed to the lay officers of the Crown to 
take such action as was deemed advisable. 

“It is worthy lo pote that in 1891 Dr, 
Taylor, of Goderich, shipped a simallpox 
patient to London, He was heavily fined 
and the patient was sentenced to one day in 
gaolon recovery. Whitney himself is there- 
fore liable to prosecution,” 


WHAT DK. CLINTON DID BAY, 

When Dr. Clinton was shown the above 
he denied having said positively that the 
caso was smallpox, but did say that Whit- 
ney should be isolated for observation, 

DK. TRACY'S EVIDENCE.

At the close of the day's work Detee- 
tive Murray appeared to be quite satis: 
fied with the progress made, and is evi- 
dertly satistied that he Is in a fair way 
to solve the mystery. He would say 
little or nothing to the reporters, but 
it is quite evident that he is satistied 
that neither Anthony Orr nor Hacry 
Blair had anything te do with the kill- 
Ing of Mrs. Orr, As for the boy Alli- 
son, the investigation has not proceeded 
far enoush yet for bim to speak with 
any certainty as to his guilt or inno- 
conce, Mr, Murray is sure that the 
crave in the swamp was dug after the 
murder; that is, between Monday morn- 
ing and Wednesday morning. The grave 
in the corn patch could be made in five 
minutes, 

Only three theories are now being ser- 
iously considered. The first one is that 
the bey Allison did the deed atone; the 
second connects Harry Blair with the 
murder, and the third brings in « man 
nemed Robert Stoker. It is unquestion- 
wbly a fact that the authorities, from 
their investigation so far, lean towards 
the theory that Allison did the deed, 
although this is in direet opposition to 
the views of neaily everyone in the 
neighborhood Detective Murray, us 
stated above, spent five hours cross- 
questioning Allison to-day, and it is not 
likely that the interview was entirely 
fruitiess, Barrister Blake, who is de- 
fending Allison, demanded admittance to 
the sweat box, but was refused, He 
cliims that this proceeding was outrage- 
ously unjust, and Barrister Card, who 
is acting for Trevelyan, made the same 
objection on behalf of his client. They 
had to remain out in the hall, however, 
with the press representatives. 

Suspicion has never been entirely lifted 
from Allison, and now that it is known 
that the result of the investigation points 
to him as the guilty one his movements 
and statements have again been carefully 
enquired into, and a few new poilits, 
wore or less important, have been brought 
to light. Anthony Orr says that when 
he returned to the farm Allison met 
him. Orr evidently surmised from the 
expression in the boy’s face that some: 
thing was wrong, 

“What's up?” asked Orr. 

“Oh, nothing!" replied Allison with na 
sirile, 

Orr asked him the same 
and got the same reply, Finally Allison 
snid: “Your wife has gone’ The news 
threw Orr into a great state of excite- 
mont, but he instituted a search nt once 
and was unremitting in his efforts to 
locate her. Very few persons can be 
found who had any conversation with 
Allison since the tragedy, and it is im- 
possible to tell whether he has etuck to 
the same story throughout, As far as 
can be learned he has not altered the 
story he told on the day of the tragedy, 
unless Detective Murray succeeded in 
shaking him in the sweat box to-day. 

Whether Allon actually committed 
the deed himself or not; the general im- 
pression is that he knows a good deal 
niore about it than he has told, The 
finding of his gun hidden in the barn, 
his thorough acquaintance with every 
spot on the farm and his manner of in- 
forming Orr that his wife “had gone,” 
nre referred to as suspicious faets, It 
was rumored that both he and Trevelyan 
were to be released, but Trevelyan’s dis- 
charge and Allison's detention show 
that the authorities look upon the 
bey as an important factor in the solu- 
tion of this mystery. He is only 17 
yenrs of age, but is strong and well 
hnilt. Ife had raked up the chips around 
the kitehen door, and when asked why 
he did so he replied that Mrs. Orr had 
ordered him to do it,

At Turtle Creek 50 strikers, without 
leaders, from Camp Determins- 
tidh this morning on the Oakhill mines, 
This was done unexpectedly and in vio- 
latien ef the restraining order temporar 
ily continued by the court pestered. 

Before reaching the mines Sheriff w- 
ry and a posse met the marchers und 
ordered them back to camp. The strik- 
ers rebuctaatly turned back, serely dis-

The miners’ offic als express themselves 
as well satesfied with the injanction pro- 
ceedings. . 

“According to the court,” said DPresi- 
dent Dolan, “the injunction only re- 
strains us from doing what we have 
not done and what we do not intend to 
do. The camps will be continued sud 
a as usual, until further notice.

WOMEN TO GO ON THE MALOCH, 





Wives and Daughters of the Strikers WIM 
Now Take Up the Fight. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 17.—The contem- 
plated plan te have the women make 
tuurches, Which was to have been inau- 
gurated here today, has been definitely 
decided uposm the leaders, and the 
wives and daughters of the strikers will 
now take up the werk which the men 
have been enjoined from doing. It is 
the intention to begin to-morrow, and 
baye the women do the marching while 
the men remain in camp, The leaders 
think the injunction is not operative 
against women, and it remiinus to be 
ween what the culcome will be. 

A new element is to be introduced in 
the situation at an early date, The far- 
mers of the entire country surrounding 
the several camps are making offensive 
preparations for a demonstration to show 
their sympathy for the striking miners. 
They propose to have a parade, headed 
by a band, and march down the Silts- 
burg road and up over the hill No mis- 
sionary work is to be attempted; the de- 
monstration is simply for the purpose of 
showing sympathy for the strikers. 





Strtkhers Mave Made Guin-. 
Wheeling, W.Va., Aug. 17.—The strik- 
ers show material gains jo all sections 
of West Virginia to-day. In the Wheel- 
ing district there is not a miner work- 
ing, while on the Ohio side of the river 


the last man except those who are to 
furnish coal for water and electric light 
plaints will be out to-night. In the Iair- 


tmnount district the strike leaders did not 


succeed in closing the Montana mine 
entirely, but they made decided gains. 
The camp will be maintained there till 
the last man leaves his work, when 
these recruits will be taken with the 
main body to the other Watson Com-

Anthony Orr Telix Mow Yeung Allison 
Acted When the Body Was Found, 


Galt, Ont, Aug. 18.—(Special.)—The 
inquest on the body of Mrs. Anthony 
Orr was resumed in the Council cham- 
ber at the Town Hall. before Coroner 


Radford at 1 o'clock this afternoon. ‘The 
prisoner was taken to his home across 
the river before the inquest opened and 
ullowed to put on his Sunday-go-to-meet- 
ing clothes. He appeared looking clean 
and tidy, and exhibited no signs of fear 
or emotion. Barrister John R, Blake 
‘ippeared for the prisoner, Growds 
sought admission, but as there was only 
room for about 200 spectators muny 
vere turned away. County Crown At- 
torney Bowlby appeared for the Crown, 
and Dr, Vardon sat beside Coroner had- 
ford as associate coroner, 
: John Orr, brother of Anthony, was ih: 
first witness. He lives on the farm next 
to Anthony. He last saw Mrs, Orr 
alive on Sunday afternoon, the duy be- 
fore the tragedy. He found the dead 
body in the corn patch. His attention 
Was first ealled to the spot by fresh earth 
thrown up on either side. He culled 
Douglas Lillico’s attention to it, anid 
several persons in the house came out. 
He simply took out one spadeful, when 
he saw part of the dead woman's dress. 
He then went to notify the police, When 
the body was exhumed it was found to 
be in an advanced state of decomposi- 
tion, Witness knew nothing about how 
she came by her death, The body was 
lying face downward in the shallow 
grave, He sent for Allison, who wis 
at the barn when the body was found. 
Allison came and looked at the grave 
und turned pie Mr. Wilks remarked 
to witness: “Did you see how he looked?’ 
Anthony Orr, husband of decensed, 
was the next witness, He testified that 
he was married twelve years ago last 
June, His wife lived with him con- 
stuntly, except for a few days about four 
years ago when she ran away with 
Mulholland. There were three children, 
Hie had neyer qnarreled with his wife, 
ond she was a good housekeeper, Alli 
sou had worked for him since Mareh 
15, Witness was the first person up 
on the morning of the tragedy, Allison 
was called and sent for the cows. Mrs, 
Orr prepared breakfast, which was par- 
tuken of about 6.30. Allison hitched up 
the team, and witness and his little gon 
drove off to Andrew Orr’s with the sow. 
Ile left Mrs, Orr, Allison and the two 
children at the house. He had instruct- 
ed Allison before leaving to take two 
cows to George Barrie’a Witness left 
at about 7 o’elock and returned at about 


10.15, He met Allison and his coldest 
girl, ‘Che baby was on the veranduh, 


Allison was standing at the small gate 
leading into the front yard. He had a 
fork in his hand. 


Muggie cried out: “Mamma ia lost!"

The Queen visited Ireland in 1849 with 
the Prince Consort, again in 1853 amd 
still later in 1861, During the last visit 
she went to the beautiful domain of 
Muckross, in Killarney, which it was 
i rumored the other day is to be purchased 
‘ for a royal residence for the Duke and 
Duchess of York,

The Duke of York replied that he and 
the Duchess looked forward to becom- 
ing better acquainted with the p ople 
and the beautiful scenery of Ireland. 
On disembarking the Duke and Duchess 
of York were accorded an enthusiastic 
reception, being loudly and continuously 
cheered by the ‘vast crowd assembled. 
The cheering, which was mingled with 
the booming of cannon, wus followed by 
the bands playing the National Anthem, 
during which the whole throng uncov- 
ered, : 

The royal party took the train for 
Dublin amid a renewal of enthusiasm 
Handkerchiefs and hats were waved and 
fling in the air, and the cheering was 
reoubled as the train drew out of the 
depot. 

The oyution was repeated upon the 
wrrival of the Duke and Duchess of 
York in this city. All the windows 
and housetops along the route were black 
with people, and the buildings were pro- 
fusely decorated. There was an imposing 
military procession, and on all sides were 
seen Union Jacks entwined with the 
green flag of old Ireland. 

The Duke of York wore a nayal uni- 
ferm. and bowed continuously to the 
plaudits of the vast throngs assembled, 
while the Duchess was kept busy ae- 
knowledging the warm greeting which 
the royal visitors eet 

Alinost immediately after the Duke and 
Duchess had crossed College Green a 
heavy rain fell, thus marring the re- 
minder of the procession, The Duke 
and Duchess were received at the castle 
by Earl Cadogan, the Lord-Lieutenant 
of Ireland, and by Countess Cadogan, 
and a royal salute was fired by a battery 
of artillery stationed in Phoenix Park, 
after which the Warl and Countess, with 
the staff of the Lord-Lieutenant, joined 
the procession and escorted the royal yisi- 
tors to the vice-regal lodge, where the 
guard of honor was furnished by the 
Royal Trish Constabulary.

: Tir. Prank Oliver Describes its Advantages 

Doubt having been expressed regarding 
the feasibility of the route to the Yukon 
via Edmonton and the Mackeonzio River 
dostrict, a telogram was sent by the Win- 
nipeg Freo Press to Mr, Frank Oliver, 
M. P., for Alberta, who lives at KHdmonton, 
asking his opinion, He promptly roplicd 
us folidws: 

From Edmonton to tho head of steam- 
boat navigation on the Pelly is 800 miles ; 
wagon aud pack trails from Kdmonton to 
tho Liard 500 miles more, and the boat 
aul portage up the Liard to the Polly 300 
miles, This route is practicable for pros- 
pectors, but, of course, cannot compete 
with coast routes for freight and passeng- 
ors. Tho route is well known to the 
Peaco River Indians, who live at Fort 
St. John, and who hant through the 
country with horses, From Sv. John 
tothe Upper Liard country, and back 
of the Liand to the Pelly, is  unex- 
plored, but tho mountains are round- 
ed, and some distance from the river, 
so no doubt a practicable track and cattle 
trail could be made, and it would be the 
shortest and best route to drive cattle in, 
Important Territorial interests are involved 
in this project, and the Government should 
explore and cut out a thorough trail this 
season. The railway and public men of 
the west should urge upon the Government 
the necessity of establishing this route 
without delay. If opencd up, the miners 
would pack in their supplies from here, 
and winter conanunication could be kept 
up.

Landing down the Mackenzie. There men

Dr. Dawson recommended a waggon 
rosd to the Yukon in 1888 from Edmon- 
ton, via the route which Mr, Oliver com- 
inends. Others who have been through 
the country also say that a waggon road or 
pack trail is feasible. The objections to 
the route came from those who have only 
followed the rivers, and the difficulties 
they encountercd, especially on the Liard 
river, they attach to the whole region. 
The fact that the Indians of Fort St. John 
hunt through the mountains on horses is 
indisputable evidence that the ascent of 
the Rockies is gredual and easy. Through 
the Rockies the river valleys are followed, 
and those being wide and comparatively 
free from dense timber, afford an easy 
passuge for horses,

Young orchards often necd addiGonal 
fertility. 
There little danger of injur.ng 
orchard by manuring. 
In pruning cut out all weak and crowd- 
branches, 
All pruning cuts made at this 
should be covered with oil or wax, 
Starvation and neglect are the great 
ciuses of unfruitfulness with fruits.

You can crowd fruit trees and plants 
only at the risk of getting reduced crops 
of inferior fruit. 

Protection from too much sun is al- 
Ways an advantage with currants, goose- 
berries and raspberries. 

When the peach tree is making a 
epindling growth of twigs and Hmbs, it 
is © good imdication that the soil lacks 
potash, 

With a young orchard at this time it 
will be a good plan to stop cultivation 
and mulch carefully, leaving the soil in 
good tilth. 

Three or four strong canes to one hill 
of raspberries are better than a dozen 
weak, spindling ones. Thin out and 
stop unnecessary growth. 

Surround the home with fruit and 
flowers. It will help in shaping and se- 
fining the minds of the children. 

On the farm fruit should he a neces- 
sity rther than a Iuxury. as it is often 
considered in towns. More fruit and 
less bacon will give better health, 

Thriftier and stocker raspberry anil 
blackberry phants will be secured if the 
erowing plants are kept pinched back 
daring the summer. 

If strawberry plants are to be set out 
in August, the better plan is to plow 
the gronnd now, at the first opportunity, 
before it vets too hard. 

When the largest profit is made from 
fruit growing for market, special varie- 
ties are grown for special markets. Study

Joutroversy is the lifetime 
business of that occupation, Controe 
versy may be incidental or accidental 
with us, but with you it is perpetuul, 
You get so used to pushing the sharp 
question, “Why? and making unaided 
reison superior to the emotions, that 
the religion of Jesus Christ, which is 
u simple matter of faith and above hu- 
nian reason, although not contrary to 
it, has but little chance with some of 
you. A brilliant orator wrote a book 
on the first page of which he announced 


his sentiment, “An honest God is the 
noblest work of mantl’ Skepticism is 
the mightiest temptation of the legal 


profession, and that man who can stand 
in that profession, resisting all solicita- 
tions to infidelity, and can be us brave 
as George Briggs of Massachusetts, who 
Stepped from the gabernatorial chair to 
the missionary convention, to plead the 
cnuse of a dying race; then on his way 
home from the convention, on a cold 
day, took off his warm cloak and threw 
it over the shoulders of a thinly clad 
missionary, saying, “Take that and wear 
it; it will do you more good than it will 
me,” or, like Judge John McLean, who 
can step from the Supreme Court room 
of the Unite’ States on to the anniver- 
sary plitfoih of the American Sunday 
School Union, its most powerful orator, 
deserves congratulation and eneomium. 
Oh, men of the legal profession, let’ me 
beg of you to quit asking questions in 
regard to religion and begin believing! 

The mighty men of your profession, 
Story and Kent and Mansfield, became

But Sir Donald Smith knew bet- 
ter, and he told the British commissioners 
to stick out for the navigation of the whole 
three of them, There was gold in the 
country, he said, and notwithstanding the 
ignorance of the Yukon at Ottawa, that 
river was being navigated by American 
vessels for the conveyance of goods into 
Canadian territory. Seizing himself of th» 
situation, Sir John stipulated for the free 
navigation of those rivers, and so it was 
provided in the treaty.

That is due to the fact that the Yukon is 
as much 4 British river as it is American, 
that Canadians are privileged to navigate 
it on equal terms right into the Yukon 
country. If this concession had not been se- 
cured the Americans to-day would be mas- 
ters of the Klondike situation. They would 
have the Yukon and they would have the 
Passes, and in their present temper 
they would not scruple to make use of the | m 
advantage. Lt would be easy for them to 
make conditions that would practically in- 
clude all but their own people. They 
would swarm over from the Alaska side 
and take possession, aud before a route of 
our own could be cs‘ablished they would 
have panned millions of our gold and off 
with it, without as much as a thank yeu to 
the Gold Commissioner who is going up to 
collect those royalties.

The ar- 
semblage adjourned, and in an hour 100 
determined and wronged men, armed 
with Winchesters, shotguns, pistols and 
ick-handles, stood by the roadside woud 
halted the packers as it was returning 
to Skaguway from the mines for an- 
other load of supplies at 25 cents per 
pond, 

“Halt ! came the command in clear 
and ringing tones, and 50 head of pack 
horses caine to a standstill. The situ. 
tton was explained to the head packer, 
At first he was inclined to pass on and 
obey the commands of his employers, 
but the sight of arms in the hands of 
determined men changed his opinion. 
The horses were turned about and new 
packs placed on their backs, and started 
for the lakes. In a short time the sup- 
plies were landed at Lake Bennett, and 
the packers were paid at the rate of 
$15 a hundred, and the men were care- 
ful to see that no one other than those 
who assisted in the opening of the trail 
were allowed to have their goods car- 
ried at that rate. In this manner end- 
ed the first real exciting event of the 
Klondike rush, 

The Canadian customs officers haye 
established a custom house at the arm 
betweeen Tagish and Bennett Lakes, 
and are inspecting all miners’ supplies 
entering the Northwest Territory, Duty 
is not exacted on ordinary and neces- 
sary supplies, consisting of plain, com- 
mon food and clothing, weighing 1000 
pounds or less, It is reckoned that that 
amount will last 2 miner one year. The 
oflicers are inclined to act in an impar- 
tial manner and free from discrim!na- 
ation. They are particularly after the 
liquor and tobuceo smugglers, and the

He 
remarked that he hoped it would not 
be the last opportunity which the Duch- 
ess and himself would have of becoi- 
ing acquainted with the Irish and their 
benutiful and interesting country.

— A despatch to 
The Herald from Constantinople suys: 
Perfect calm reigns, the rumors of fresh 


Armenian schemes for outrages continue, 
A Turkish official who has much to do 
with the maintenance of public order 
just said to me: “We'll let them try if 
they caré to. We are perfectly ready 
for them.” 

Indeed, the Turks are showing the ut- 
most vigilance. They are determined 
mot to stand any more Armenian deh- 
ance of the law. ‘he mau I described 
yesterday as having fired a reyolver w 
Pera had previously throwa a bomb 
tunid the sentries stationed vutside the 
oflicin! residence of the Governor of 
Pera. The detonator explojed, but 
luekiiy the bomb did not. Otherwise a 
huucred innoceat men would bave beou 
sacrificed, 

Constantinople, Aug. 20,—It now ap- 
pears that Wednesday was selected for 
the explosion of the bombs in this city, 
because the Turkish Cabinet had been 
aunounced to meet that day at the ot- 
fices of the Grand Vizier, ‘The ‘Purkish 
ofticials for some time past have been 
apprehending danger, though they were 
not aware of its imminence, Immediate- 
ly after the explosion gangs of Mussul- 
mans crowded the streets, ready for iis- 
chief, but the police ordered them to ¢o 
back to, their homes, and even arrested 
some of them who were armed with 
cudgels. 

Iresh outrages are apprehended, pos- 
sibly upon the anniversary of the attack 
on the Ottoman Bank, Aug, 26, or on 
the anniversary of the accession of Ab- 
dul Hamid II, to the throne, Aug. 51, 
on which day in 1876 he succeeded his 


elder brother, Sultan Murad V., who 
was deposed, 
The British and Italian guardships 


have left their usual anchorage and en- 
tered the harbor. 
Another Pxplosten. 
There was another explosion yesterday, 
It occurred on a hill behind the suburb 


of Bukubedhere, and is believed to have 


been enused by a bomb. ‘here was no 
lowes of life and nobody was injured, 
but several Armenians were arrested, 


and the police captured documents which 
are said to be of an incriminating ua- 
ture. Otherwise there was no disturb- 
ance of public order, 

An official note issued this afternoon 
anys: 

“Six Armenian Anarchists who _per- 
petrated criminal acts yesterday have 
been arrested and will soon be tried. 
They will receive exemplary punish- 
ment.”

The May Crop, 

As nearly 2,500,000 acres ure given 
ever to hay, the value ef this crop gen- 
erally exceeds that of any single grain 
crop. ‘The average yields for six years 
have been us follows: 0.94 ton per acre 
in 1591, 1.74 tons in 1892, 1.79 in 185, 
1.39 in 1804, 0.73 in 1895, and 0.U5 in 
1896, There were three poor-yeurs ud 
three good years. ‘The average of the 
fifieen years, 1882-1896, was 1.85 tons. 
This year the yield was 1.63 tons. 
Though in some eastern sections the 
yield was light, on the whole the hay 
crop of Ontario has been heavy, ana 
quite a bit above the average, the total 
being 3,811,518 tons, as against 2,260,240 
tons in 1596, 

Increased Corm Aren. 


The acreage of corn has been increis- 
ing year by year as follows: 151,405 
acres in 1892, 217,294 acres in 1503, 
267,348 in 1894, 302,929 in 1895, 406,020 
in 1896. It has now increased to 544,085 
in 1897. The 1897 acreage, therefo.w, 
is three times that of 1892, 

Buckwheat and muangels show an in- 
crease im area, potatoes a decrease, while 
carrots and turnips are about the same 
as in 1896, though both are above the 
average, . 

Hailstorms and heavy showers of rain 
haye done considerable damage to spring 
grain crops, and in many sections barley 
is reported to be colored. As in adidi- 
tion to the week's rain of July heavy 
1ains have occurred since Aug. 9, it will 
be well to note that the reports as to 
quality of spring grain at that time may 
have to be modified. To offset the dam- 
fige to grain crops, however, we have 
the favorable effect upon corn, root 
crops and pastures. ‘The universal re- 
port is good pasture, and cattle appear 
to be in first-class condition, 

Cheese factories have been generously 
supplied with milk, and dairy prospects 
generally were favorable. 

Froit. 

‘Dhe supply of apples will be far below 
the average, as might be expected after 
the immense yield of last year. In a 
fuw instances large yields are spoken 
of, but a considerable number of vor- 
respondents report the opposite, and too 
frequently menu,. ude of scab, OF 
the standard winter varieties, the north- 
ern spy bas done the best. Pears will 
give a better yield relatively than apples, 
but mention is made here and there ef 
the blight. Plums suffered consideribly 
from curculio and rot, but many speak 
of large yields, and the season hus been 
a good one for careful and intelligent 
growers. Peaches ure yielding heavily 
in Lincoln, although there has been a 
tendency to rot among some early vi 
jelies. In Bssex and other counties th's 
fruit has done very poorly, On account 
of the ravages of black knot, compari- 
tively few cherry trees have been leit 
in the province, but as a rule these have 
been louded, Several correspondents 
complain of the non-inforcement of the 
luw governing black knot in plum nnd 
cherry orchards, Grapes promise a fay 
to good yield, although in many quarte’s 
threatened with mildew on account of 
the damp season, This crop is reported 
to be a week or two late. In most ee 
tions of the province small fruits were 
abundant, raspberries especially giving a 
magnificent yield,

To Klondike by Icebout. 


San Francisco, Aug. 21.—Ice yachting 
on the Yukon muy be a feature of the 
Klondike rush. The steamer Navarro, 
Which is billed to sail next Wednesday 
for St. Michael, will take in tow the 
river steamer Thomas Dwyer, in which 
it is proposed to male ¢he trip up the 
Yukon. 

‘The Dwyer only driws 18 inches of 
water, and can get over any of the 
sund bars in the river, In the event, 
however, that she should be caught In 
the ice the passengers will finish their 
trip to the Bldorado on icebovats, 

Three Hudson River bouts haye been 
purchased by the promoters of the ex- 
pedition, and it is fotended to try thts 
mode of travel if the river freezes be- 
fore the Dwyer reaches Dawson, 

Only seventy-ftve passengers will be 
booked on the Navarro, and they will 
stuart next Wednesday, uccording to the 
statements of the agents, even if she 
has not the full number, the purpose 
of the yoyage being to carry 4 large 
consignment of provisions to St. Michuel 
and Dawson, 

A special correspondent of The Bulle- 
tin, writing from Juneau, Alaska, under 
date of Aug. 11, says that railroad com- 
munleation between Juneau and Daw- 
son will be ome of the things of the near 
future. Next spring 5000 men will be 
at work, and the road will probably be 
completed before next fall. The  pro- 
posed road is to start from the head of 
steamboat navigation in Taku River 
and run to Lake Tealin.

A very bullish factor in connection 
With prices was the enormous dermis 
jer wheat for shipment to Britain aud 
the Continent. About a month ago, the 
crops of wheat in Wurope were sunt Ww 
be nearly 200 million bushels less thin 
lust year, but the figures have grown. 
and estiinutes by good authorities now 
place the deticieney in the neighborhood 
of SS4 millions. At most it is thought 
that the United States will have 166 
willions of bushels for export, so that 
the world’s shortage is nearly 220 mil- 
lions, Indian and the Argentine «are 
said to be out of it this season. 

These sturtling figures have created a 
heavy buying movement all along the 
line, and the result is the highest prices 
since 1801, In Chiengo cash wheat, 
September and May sold at $1 yester- 
day, audvanees of Se to 1c for the 
week, A year ago September sold at 
57 GSc, or 42 B-Sc lower than the cur- 
rent prica In New York cash whout 
sold) ut $1.07 1-2 yesterday, the advance 
being about the sume as in Chicago. 

New red and white wheat are seliing 
in Ontario at SUc to 88c, which in an 
advance of 25c over the prices paid the 
latter half of August last year. Muni- 
toba No. 1 hard sold here yesterday at 
$1.08, un advance of 35¢ to Bic, as com- 
pared with a year ago. 

The advantages of these high prices 
to the business interests of Canada must 
be apparent to all, Fortunately, the 
Province of Ontario will haye a yield 
of 11,000,000 bushels in excess of list 
year. According to the estimates of the 
Department of Agriculture the crops 
of wheat in the province will be 29,757,- 
000 hushels, as against 18,597,000 busn- 
els in 1896. Taking these figures as a 
busis, and with the difference in prices 
in fayor of this year, the crop of wheat 
in Ontario is worth to-day more than 
$13,500,000 in excess of the crop of last 
year, t 

Manitoba will have 5,000,000 to 7,000- 
000 bushels more wheat this season than 
lust, and owing to the enhanced prices 
the crop will probubly be worth in the 
neighborhood of $7,000,000 more than 
last season. This increase of $20,000,- 
6CO in the purchasing power of the 
farmers of Ontario and Manitoba will 


lead to the expansion of trade and com- 


tnerce and eyery interest will be bene- 
fited thereby. 

Already there is an incrensed demand 
for farm lands in Manitoba. Farmers

FOUR CHILDREN DROWNED, 


The Ferry Across the Ashbridge Bay Cui 
Capsized, Threwing Many Little 
Oncs Into the Water. 


Toronto, Aug. 23. 

By the criminal oarelessness of some one 
at least four little children lest thelr Uves 
by drowning in what Is known as “Me- 
Namee’s Cut’ in the marsh opposite the 
foot of Cherry-street, yesterday afternoon. 

Three of the bodies have been recovered 
and taken charge of by gricf-stricken rela- 
tives and a search ix now ip progress for 
the other child, who Is known to be drown- 
ed and for any other bodfes there might 
be on the bottom. 

The dreadful accidcut was caused by the 
presence of whut is knewn as “Lawb's 
float,’’ a drawbridge contrivance that was 
placed at the cut on Briday last to ferry 
people across to the other side of the mursh, 
where there are some cottages and a mile 
farther on the east end swimming baths 
for boys. 

After leaylng Sunday schoo! yesterday af- 
ternoon several parties of youngsters went 
down to the marsh to see the new Hout, and 
shortly before 5 o'clock they were ferrying 
‘to and fro on it, Several trips had been 
made and the children, who ranged in age 
from 6 to 14 years, thought it great fyn, 
and those who had at first been frightened 
to venture upon It stepped on board. 

The float was propelled by a chain which 
was fastened at cach side of the cut, and 
liad to be pulled by someone aboard. About 
20 children got upon it, and a boy named 
Jack Lawless, assisted by others of the 
older lads aboard, commenced to pull on the 
chain, Too many of the young passengers 
Were on one side of the float and it slanted 
considerably, causing the water to come 
over Its Mooring, 

‘To ayold getting their feet wet the chil- 
dren crowded toward the other side of the 
float, which tipped right ever, and every- 
one was precipitated Into the water. The 
float by this time was almost In the middle 
of the stream, « ta) water seemed full 
of the scrambling, shrieking children. Sonic 
had the presence of mind to cling to the 
float when they came up and were rescued, 
Others who were doundering around were 
rescued by some young fellows who had 
witnessed the float turn over while they 
were aboard a yacht. Of these young menu 
Willlam McCarthy, whom his chums call 
“Ted and who Hres at Vine and Frout- 
streets, did noble service In the work of res- 
cue and he was ably assisted by the De- 
lancy brothers, who live at 487 King-street 
cast; Matthew Green, 25 Ontarlo-street; 
William Smith, 60 Cherry-street, and sey- 
eral others who were on the scene. Me 
Carthy and Green stripped and dived for 
bodles, and McOurthy succecded In geting 
one little chap named Robert Long oul 
while Hife rematned, but the Ilttle fellow 
expired shortly after belag brought ashore. 

The children who had been rescued wost- 
ly ran for bome, and It was dificult to 
uscertain who bad been aboard and who 
were drowned. The bigger boys, afrald to 
go home, went away to get thelr clothes 
dried. It wis learned that several bodics 
must be In the water, and after the Log 
boy's body was rescued dragglug was com- 
menced, 2 

The news of the fatality spread quickly 
and soon hundreds of people were upon (he 
secon, Mothers, whose children had not 
yet returned from Sunday school,acted ln an 
hysterical manner up and down the side of 
the cut, and everywhere Inquirles were be 
lng made regarding some tlle boy or girl, 
At one polnt was the mother of a boy who 
was known to be drowned, and the scene 
wie a pitiful one, Children ran in and out 
looklog for thelr brothers and sisters, and 
men spoke in loud tones of the extreme 
carelessness of leaving such a dangerous 
pluything as the Mout will te one to look 
after it and asking cach other who wag re- 








sponsible, 

Mat half-past 6 Bob Anderson and I’rauk 
Delaney recovered the body of a little giv 
named Gertle Harvey, and at 8 o'clock

The next question is, what to have 
for refreshments and how to serve 
them, Daintiness and delicacy should 
govern the menu. Sandwiches, a salad, 
eake and ice cream are ample for an 
evening wedding, but let everything be 
of the best and daintily served, Lemon- 
ade is better than hot drinks, though 
tea may be provided for elderly people. 
Don't use cold meat, sliced, for your 
sandwiches, but pound or chop it very 
fine, mix it with u little salad dressing, 
or use some of the recipes for sandwich 
filling; then they may be eaten out of 
haud without soiling the fingers. Have 
© variety of sandwiches (and they are 
no longer tied up with baby ribbon). 
Many recipes for very nice ones have 
been given in The Household from time 
to time. No “tarts,”’ cookies, pickles, 
ete, are used. Fruit and bonbons may 
be included if desired. 

Now about serving. You can serve 
{rom a large table to guests seated about 
the rooms, or if your house is large en- 
ough you can set little tables that will 
accommodate four or six at cach, The 
bridal party, with the clergyman aud 
the parents, should be seated at the 
same table, which should be specially 
decorated with the bridal flower, if tables 
are used, 

Yes, it is quite proper to have a bride's 
cake, It should be a large loaf of white 
cake, and the bride should cut it, though 
she need only cut the first two or three 
pieces, and then resign the task to an- 
other. But she should at least cut a 
slice or two, in the presence of the 
company. It is still “the thing” to give 
the little packages of cake, but raat are 
neatly put up beforehand in little boxes 
made for the purpose, and some attend- 
ant makes it a duty to hand one to 
each departing guest. 

The little ribbon girls should be dress- 
ed in white, with sashes of the bridal 
color and the page may wear little black 
yelvet panties and white blouse, or black 
velvet blouse with big white lace trim- 
med collar. Or he may have a white 
pique or duck suit throughout. If the 
bride wear white the maid should wear 
white over the bridal color; the white 
is preferrable, but she should not wear 
all white, that being reserved for the 
bride. It is a little more trouble to 
carry out a color scheme, but the effect 
is so pretty that it is really worth the 
effort and generally can be done at very 
slight additional expense, if any. 


Elaborate adieux to the guests are 
avoided. Often the bride steps upstairs, 
dons her trayeling dress, says good-bye 
to her pureuts and one or two intimate 
friends and is away with her husband 
en route for the train, while the guests 
are still making merry with no suspicion 
of her going. 

The custom of showering rice on a 
newly married couple, “firing” old shoes 
after them und tying up their baggag 
with ridiculous placards is more honored 
in the breach than the observance. Why, 
after we have taken so much pains to 
arrange a pretty wedding, and have 
everything delightful and pleasant, 
should some lubberly oaf spoil every- 
thing at the last moment by turning ten 
quarts of rice over his victims, and 
sending them off with rice down the 
backs of their necks and in their ears, 
in anger and bodily discomfort, or pur- 
sue them with a volley of dilapidated 
footwear? A misdirected missile of the 
latter kind not/long age was the canse 
of the bridegroom's being decorated with 
a bluck eye—nice thing on a man's wed- 
dling journey! 

To make a wedding go off nicely every 
one should know exactly what is to be 
done, and how; then there will be no 
awkward contretemps, or embarrassing 
hiatus, Don't attempt teo much, but 
do what you undertake in the most 
graceful waye—and that is usually the 
most unpretentious way, It saves lots 
of worry to have a competent wonmuno 
who knows how to manage ice cream so 
it isn’t half liqnified before it is halt 
served, in the kitchen to look after that 
and sec the lemonade is kept ice cold,

Joho 
son said that all the miners on Peace Kiver 
were muking a great deal of money with 
the crudest of appliances Up to the Umc 
he left only pans and 12-foot slulces had 
been used. Most of the miners were pot 
coming out this fall, because it was pos 
alble to purchage supplies at the trading 
posts of the Hudson Bay Company near 
the mouth of the river, Johnson told Mr. 
Kitchen that if he wanted gold all he had 
to do was to go to Peace River. 


The Peace River country is reached most 
easily from Edmonton, which is 833 miles 
from Vancouver, being 101 miles north of 
Calgary om.the Canadian Pacific Railroad, 
Tort Chippewyan, on Athabasca Lake, at 
the mouth of Peace River, is reached by 
tuking o stage from BEdmonton to Atha- 
basca linding, 40 miles, and thence down 
Athabusca Kiver and lake by boat. Cbip- 
pewyan is 465 miles from Edmonton. 
Steamboats go up the Peace River for a 
considerable distance. A number of its 
tributaries, including the Loom and Deer 
Rivers, are as rich as the main stream. 

The Peace River rises In the enstern 
slopes of the Rocky Mountains, a little 
north of the centre of British Columbia. 
In the northern continuation of the same 
mountains rise the Blondike, Pelly, Stew- 
art and other gold-bearing tributaries of 
the Yukou. There is this difference, that 
Peace River rises on the eastern slope of 
the mountain, while the Yukon's tributar- 
jes rise on the west. side. Along Peace 
River ou the north ure the Reindeer or 
Curibou Mountains, which have been found 
this summer to be rich im gold-bearing 
Warts. 

: Mr, Kitchen found that other miners bad 
recently arrived at Vancouver, bringing 
large amounts of gold from Peace River. 
He is accordingly arranglug to orguuize a 
company ‘which will put steamers on the 
Athabasca River and Lake and on Peace 
River next spring, and establish at least 
three trading posts.

however, concede that the situation is firm 
at the mon.ent and that they haye had to 
pay fall figares for all the cheese purchased 
in oxecution of this week's orders. Last 
wook we reported sales of finest Western 








choese at 8jc to Ye and, although tho goods 
s») placed were said to bo special factories, 
they seem to have been sulticient to estsb 
Ish a 9c, basis for finest Western, As ro- 
yards tho future of the market ; which all 
cheese nen are 80 anxious to peer into, it is 
difficult to speculate upon with any degreo 
of certainity, althobge the pace seems to 
bo set for a steady market if not further 
upward movement, It is reported that 
the August, September and October mako 
»fafew pot factories in the Wast have al- 
ready been contracted, which does not look 
as if everyone had lost faith in the future 
of the market, as it is pretty sure that tho 
price agreed upon is at full current rates 
and probably above them. Sales were made 
ie week at d4sc.i.f. on the othor side for 
tiuest western, and more could be put 
through on the same basis, ‘There has been 
an active Inquiry forall under-priced goods, 
and in some instances the prices paid for 
these undergrades have approximated more 
closely than usual the values of the better 
qualities. In fact, the market is almost 
completely bare of the scvondary grades, 
which is another sign of a firm market and 
confidence in the faturo. The most re- 
markable feature of the present market is 
the persistency with which prices have 
been sustained right on through the vory 
flush of the summer make into the early 
fall ; and this in face of the most prolific 
and  heayiest production ever known 
in the annals of the cheese industry of the 
Dominion. What more forcible demonstra- 
tion need be adduced to prove the compet- 
ency of the Brivshdemand to absorb our 
surplus curd product than the prompt 
manner in which it hastaken it from the 
commencement of the season up to the 
present at good remunerative figures for 
oreducers? Whother or not this remark- 
able condition of things will continue f.r 
the balance of the season remains for the 
{nture to solye, At the moment the mar- 
kei is strong and booming. Whatever, 
therefore, may be the future of the chcese 
trade, the farmers «f this country have 
every reason to be thankful for the many 
benefits they have derived therefrom this 
season up to the present.—Trade Bulletin.

Electricity ‘ for Consumption. 


So many consumption cures hayo been 
brought to the attention of the public dur- 
ing the last few years that it would scem 
that the efforts of science were exhausted 
forthe time being. But here comes a 
prominent physician of Greater New York 
with an electric device which he claims to 
successfully employ in the treatment of 
consumption. It is the mode of the appli- 
cation of the electricity by which the cure 
is effected. So successful have been tho 
results of the applications that the physician 
has sent a paper to the International Con- 
geess of Mcdicine at Moscow, and it is to 
be discusscd. 

The doctor in question, says the Romo 
Sentinel, was seyon years in satisfying him- 
self by experiments and study that his 
theory was safe and desirable. It is not 
claimed that all kinds of consumption can 
be cured, but those whose constitutions are 
not broken dowa have a fair chance of 
relief, 

A physical diagnosis is first mado of the 
patient. Then follows a bactoriological 
examination. ‘nen the X-rays are used to 
exactly determine the area of the disease 
on the lungs. When this has been learned, 
electrolysis follows. ‘I'bis is the dissoly- 
ing, by means of electricity, of the affected 
luug tissues or other abnormal substance. 

In the application of the electrical agents, 
electrodes are placed, one on the back avd 
theotheronthe wallof the chest over the dis- 
eased portions. ‘The current is then turned 

on for fifteen minutes and the ainperage is 
vgulated by the character of the case unde rv 
OTS nt.

Arizona's Modified Single Tax. 
Prescott, Ariz., has adopted a modifi- 


cation of the single land tax, the city 
council having established a uniform tax 
of $2 upon euch aingle lot, irrespective 
of improvements. The council jcted 
unanimously upon the recomuicndation of 
the Mayor, William O'Neil, who is an 
outspoken adyocate of the single tax 
theories. In an interview the Mayor 
said: “It is our intention to abolish all 
commercial licenses, which are merely 
fines on industry and enterprise, und to 
increase thut tax on real estate until the 
improvements and personal property are 
exempted from municipul taxation, The 
revenues of Prescott have heretofore been 
derived chiefly, if not entirely, from two 
sources—taxes aud licenses. ‘The first 
is paid by all classes of property owners; 
the second only by those who are engaged 
in mercantile and industrial pursuits, 
Through this system, in addition to 
risks of loss through failure or misfor- 
tune in business, the industry and en- 
ergy of this class of men, who add 
wealth and prosperity to the community, 
are taxed four-fold to the real ‘state 
speculator’s once, althougt it is the work 
of the commercial and industrial classes 
that alone gives value to any lot in I’res- 
cott. Now to start in to cure this state 
of affairs we have fixed a tax of $2 a 
year on each single lot for the piurpone 
of ature public lighting and water 
works, as su 

value of improved and unimproved lots. 
But we shall not stop here. You will 
hear from Prescott later ou the fig ire 
of taxation, and Prescott will become 
the most prosperous city in proportion 
to size and situation on the Pacific 
coast.” No member of the city council 
is cither a Populist or a single tax advo-

Verria Wheel Rival. 

The department of concessions of tie 
Omaha Exposition has received an ap- 
plication for space for the erection of 
4 mechinical device which will equal, 
says The Bee, if pot surpass, the great 
Ferris wheel in novelty and engineering 
incennity, It resembles the framework 
of « wixantic umbrella more thin any- 
thing else which might be mentioned. 
The part corresponding to the stick of 
the umbrelhi is an émmense cylinder, 
thirty feet in’ diameter, constructed of 
steel plates, firmly riveted, making it 
“standpipe”’ which rears its head 25) 
feet above the level of the ground. At 
the extreme top of this cylinder are fas- 
tend twelve long arma, resembling the 
ribs of an umbrella. These are stecl 
trusses, reaching almost to the ground, 
At ithe lower end of each of these ribs 
is suspended a car for carrying passen- 
gers. ench car having a capacity for 
twenty personas. 

These monster ribs are raised by hy- 
dranlic power, noting by means of steel 
cables operating through the cylinder, 
aided by a mechanism greatly resem- 
ling that portion of an umb which 
comes Into action when the ombrella 
is opened. By meens of this mechan- 
ism the gingauntic arms are raised until 
they are horizontal, the cars it the 
menntime being carried ontward and 
umvard until they reach a point 50 feet 
above the ground, dhe diameter of the 
Page cirele formed by the suspending 
ears heing also 250 feet. When the high- 
est point has been reached another me 
chanism comes into play, and the sus- 
pended cars are swung slowly aronnd 
in a cirele, after which they are low- 
ered the ground. The sides of the 
cars are farmed of windows, from which 
n view of the surrounding country for 
miles mray be obtained.

The current number of The Ansales 
de l'Institut Pasteur contains M. Pot- 
tcvin’s dnnoal report for 1805 on the 
unti-rabie inoculabons conducted during 
the pust year at the Paris Pasteur Lo- 
stitute. The number of persons treated 
Wis 1308, less than in any previous year 
since the matitution was opened. ‘This 
diminution is attributable to the fact 
that patients, instead of going to Paris 
from all parts of the country, undergo 
the inoculations at the institutes now 
established at Lille and Marseibles; also 
similar inetitwtes have been founded in 
Algiers and Turin, districta which for- 
merly sent considerable numbers of 
cases to Paris, During the ¢en years 
which have elapsed since the opening 
of the Paris Institute, 18,645 persons 
have been treated there, and an dnterest- 
ing table is uppended, showing the na- 
tionality of the patients, from which it 
nppears that Bnglind contributed no less 
than 870 imdividuals, and more thas 
iny other country; Belgium coming 
next, with 429.

Mr. Masson, who had looked the matier 
up, told Dr. Sheard and Ald, Crane that 
Belleville was in no way liable for the es- 
capo of Whitney. 

THE MAYOR'S VIEWS.

All 
three of the Sirdars who have been 
made prisoners belong to the Sarawan 
division of Baluchistan, and are sus- 
pected of intriguing against the Goyecn- 
ment. They are known to haye been 
disaffected for some time past, The 
arrests have caused a great sensation 
among the Mohammedans, and further 
important deyelopments are expected. 





Addmiifed Gravity of the Situation, 

London, Aug. 24.—It is admitted 
even in official circles that the news 
from India is of the gravest deseniption.

A letter from India, published in The 
Standard, eniphasizes the belief that 
the Sultan of Turkey is at the back of 
the whole uprising.

Scatding hot soft water is all that is 
needed to remove fresh ruspberry, suaWw 
berry, tea, coffee ar chocolate stains, 
but anole peach, pear and grape stains 
must bave acid.

totter dilute the acid before wing, and 
make it stronger af necessary, Bay itne 
crystalized acid, put It in a bottle and 
add cold water until it Is all dissolved. 

Mildew ix particularly a summer stain, 
and abthough it will dixippeax @f per- 
sistently wet im buttermilk and laid in 
the sun, it is much easicr to use chlonde 
of lime, Put a little lime in cold water 
and stir until it is dissolved; then strain 
through cheese-cloth and ur ever the 
stained spots. Lift occasionally to see 
if they are bleached out, and as soon 
as they are, rinse in three or four waters 
to remove every particle of time. 

If you ere “five miles from a lemon,” 
aml find red iron-rust on clothes, make 
a paste of tomato or pie-plamt juice aad 
salt and starch, instead of lemon juice, 
and expose to the sun. 

If you have no alcohol, use mohases 
for grass etaima. 

Wash out machine oil or vaseline with 
cold water and soap, and use kerosene 
for blood stains and tar. 

Nothing equals hay water for washing 
the natural tinted linens now so fashion- 
able, Boil enough hay to color the water 
perceptibly, pour a pint or more of boil- 
ei starch m with it (after the bay has 
been strained out), and rob the dress 
Without using any soup. Rinse, adding 
more starch to the rinsing water, if de- 
sired, and dry in the shade. $ 

All colored clothes should be died in 
the shade, and ironed on the wrong side 
as far as possible. 

Colored cotton dresses should be stif- 
fened very little, and the way recom 
mended ahove ia decidedly the best one. 
If you have never tried it you will be 
astonished to eee how easily they are 
cleaned in water. 

Delicate red or pink cottons should 
be soaked in salt water before wash- 
ing. and a tablespoonful of sugar lead. 

White clothes shoukd be carefully «as- 
sorted, then placed in hot suds to which 
borax or ammonia in the proportion of 
one tablespoonful ¢o every pailful of 
water has been added Let thom lie half 
an hour. Table and bed linen can be 
rubbed through the same snds, but badly 
soiled garments shoukl only be worked 
up and dewn, then wrung ont amd rob- 
bed through a clean suds. Meantime 
bent an abundance of water to the 
seulding point; add javelle water, borux 
or ammonm; pour over the clothes (that 
have been previously shaken out and 
placed im a tub) and let them stand 
fifteen minutes, ocoaaionally stirring thit 
every part may be thoroughly soolded.

Study 
the originalities of the mares you own, 
and breed on the sume line, and, oir ad 
vice would be, if you can’t find a horse 
of the right type, don't breed. 

‘Too many farmers are attracted—or, 
to use a modern phrase—“stuck on” 
some splendid horse, and allow their ad- 
miration. to overrule their judgment, and 
wint to breed mares to him that would 
be better adapted to the use of a jack. 
The future horse, whether a draft or # 
driver, will fud a good market, provid- 
ing he is a draft or a driver.

Farmers’ Accounts. 

Every farmer who desires to make a 
success these hard times should keep a 
Look account of all his transactions, lest 
he fail to meet his obligations, The 
present writer was raised in the «city. 
When he was nine years old, his fatber, 
who was a wool manufacturer, died a 
financial wreck, and the mother and two 
other children were compelled to shift 
for themselves.

If there were only a larger proportion 
of sweet in summer apples ,they weuld 
be much the best for making into vine- 
gwar, as the warm weather at this Ume 
of the year causes violent fermentation, 
which soon gets into the vinegur stage, 
Lut it is found that though the fermen- 
tation is rapid because of the tempera- 
ture, the vinegar resulting therefrom is 
thin and poor, There is a decided ad- 
vantage in adding some sugar after the 
cider has passed the alcoholic stage of 
fermentation, It will increase the sour- 
twsxs of the vinegar, while there will 
still be the same apple aroma and favor 
which makes apple cider vinegar the 
best that can be produced from ie 
thing. he fall apples, even those call- 
ed “sour,” have more sweetness in them 
than have the sweet summer apples. 
The rugset apple makes a yery rich 
cider, but ip does not ripen until all the 
Wath weaier has passed, so it keeps 
in the alcoholic. stage all winter, and is 
Very apt during that time to be drunk 
by cider-thirsty people. The advantage 
of making cider from summer apples is 
that hot weather brings it so soon to 
the vinegar stage that comparatively 
little of it will be drunk as cider,

Corn ‘Timbales.—To 6 well-beaten eggs 
put 1-4 teaspoonful of white pepper, Lz 
teaspoonful salt, 1 1-2 cupfuls muk and 
2 cupluls of grated green corn, Mix 
thoroughly and pour into buttered patty 
puns making each two-thirds full, Set 
these in a large pan, pour boiling water 
around, cover and bake in a woderate 
oen until the centers are stiff. Serve 
with a cream euce, 

Cucumber I*ritters,—Select very ripe 
cucumbers, peal and grite, Press the 
pulp free from juice and for each pint 
stir in 3 tablespoonfuls of sweet cream, 
1 tablespoonful melted butter, 1-2 cupful 
sifted flour, 1-2 teaspoonful sult and a 
dish of cayenne. Whip 2 eggs to a 
light froth and add to the butter. Drop 
a spoonful at a time, into smoking hot 
lard, fry a rich color and drain an thick 
brown paper, These should be eaten 
nomediately, 

Tomatoes stuffed with miucaroni may 
be new to same, Choose large, solid 
timatoes and slice off the stem ends. 
Then with spoon carefully remove all 
the seeds, cut cold boiled macaroni into 
small pieces, and season with salt, pep: 
per and onion juice. Fill the cavety im 
each vegetable with this, lay a piece of 
butter on top and bake in a hot oven 
for half an hour. 

Carrot Croquettes.—Well wash and 
scrape a bunch of nice young carrots, 
boil them tender, dram and mash, ‘Then 
to each cupful allow the yolks of 2 
raw eges, a pinch of mace, and salt 
and popper to taste Stir all well to- 
gether and when the mixture ia coo 
form into Vatle croquettes.

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It is neither the very large nor the 
yery small loose stones that are most 
destructive to mower and reaper knives. 
‘The guards shove the small stones to 
one side, But they may themselves ie 
broken if they come in contact. wi 
the full force of an active team of horses 
against a small stone firmly imbedded 
in the soil, and sticking out of it two 
or three inches high, If such stones 
are parts of larger rocks lying below 
the surface, it may pay to dig down 
and blast out enough of the rock to make 
a smooth surface, and deep enough so 
that it can be plowed without danger. 
Rolling the surface while the soil is 
moist ip spring will bury all small stones 
so that the ground may cut over 
safely. Thik «is especially important 
with spring grain, which may be beaten 
down by rains,’ so that the reaper must 
be set yery loty to make sure of cutting 
it all, Under lodged grain it is very 
hard to see stones that might be plainly 
visible if it were standing upright.

Nothing more clearly shows the pains 
taking und careful farmer than to bave 
fence corners bétween fields or along the 
roadsides kept free from weeds, grass oF 
shrubs. As a rule all the old-time 
fence-corners were kept serupulously 
clean, A good deal of valuable hay was 
mide from what the seythe reached in 
and cut there, But when the horse 
mower and the self-binding reaper came 
into use, it every year became harder 
to find anybody who could be hired to 
clear out the fence-corners, The result 
was that the axe rather than the scythe 
was required, und the growth, instead of 
being restricted to fence corners, cn- 
crouched each year more on the cultl- 
vated fields.

A GRAVE CRISIS 





With Which the Govyerument of India 


Wilt Mave to Grapple. 


Bombay, Aug. 25, 11 p.m.—The latest 
despeatches received from the front i- 
dicate that the situation on the frontier 
ix getting worse, It is evident that the 
Indian Government must face a graye 
crisis, involving heavy expenditures, and 
probably great loss of life, ‘ 

The Government is confronted with 
the following state of affairs: Kbyber 
Pass has fallen into the hands of ~the 
Afridis; the posts in Kurram Valley are 
threatened by the powerful tribe of the 
Orakzais; the Mohbmund tribesmen are 
ineditating a renewal of hostilities 
around Kort Shal kadr, while thousands 
of troops are engaged in crushing the 
revolt in the valley, and two large bri- 
gudes are holding the Tochi Valley. 
Mahud Maziris are again restless. The 
authorities are convinced that ort Ali- 
Musjid could only have fallen after 
desperate fighting, as the native garei- 
son of Khyber Rifles, grand fighters, 
was made up of men who rendered yalu- 
able assistance in the Black Mountain 
expedition of 1888, 

he fall of the fort is a very serious 
blow, for it isolates Fort Lundi-Kotal, 
which is at the extreme end of Khyber 
Pass, garrisoned by 300 rifles, and ue- 
cossilates the prompt re-conquest ,of 
the pass, This is certain to prove a 
most formidable task, of which the Bri- 
tish troops had o foretaste on Monday, 
When a boyd of artillery, cavalry and in- 
fantry keft Fort Bara, south of Peshu- 
wur, in order to reper the Afridis, wiio 
Were then advancing down the Bazi 
Valley. The troops returned early ‘n 
the morning and reported that many of 
teh men had dropped out from want vt 
water, none being provided along the 
route, while the Afridis, although shell- 
ed by the British, maintained their posi- 
tion on the heighths, threatening the 
k yal village of Kadam and the British 
position at Fort Jamrud, at the mouth 
of the pass. 

The wildest excitement prevails among 


the Hudoo traders at Bana, on the 
Kurram River, It is rumored that 
7000 Waziris intend to swoop down 


there to-night, sack the town and mus 
sucre the inhaitants. The Mullah and 
his omissaries, especially those from Ue 
Afghan Governor of Khost, are actively 
stirring up the Waziris, who are als 
affected by. the disloyal attitude of the 
Kurram tribes, and emboldened by the 
knowledge that the garrison at Buna ia 
very weak, 

There is one ground for Satisfaction in 
the fact that, except in a few instances, 
the Afridis' levies remain loyal in the 
race temptation to join their kinsmen,

Inerustation on Aluminum. 


Although pure aluminum is well known 
to retuin its lustre and not to corrode, 
eyen in moist air, much of the metal 
now obtainable becomes soon covered 
with spots of a white incrustation, even 
when in a moderately dry atmosphere; 
i matter easy to understand when look- 
ed at by the light of M, Moissan's 
statement that commercial uluminum 
often contains from 0.1 to 0.4 per cent. 
of sodium. ‘This sodium, inatead of be 
ing equally distributed, Is often so local 
that the highly contaminated parts form 
an electric couple with lhe purer alumin- 
um, and aluminate of sodium is probably 
first formed, this being subsequently de- 
composed by moisture with the liberation 
of alumina, while the alkali acts as a 
virtual carrier 6f oxygen to fresh por- 
tions. The eyil of the presence of sodi- 
um being once recognized there ebouwld 
be no difficulty in eliminating it. Car- 
bonaceous particles appear also to form 
“couples” in aluminum.

PAINTS FOR IRON WORK. 


Keaults of Interesting Experiments Con- 
ducted by Prof. Spennrath 


Prof. Spennrath has been eollecting 
some useful facts as to modern experi- 
ence in the painting of iron work, Ue 
concludes that none of the metallic ox- 
ides commonly used combine chemically 
with linseed oil. The drying process 
depends exclusively upon an absorption 
of oxygen by the oil, which is facilitated 
by the presence of the pigment in & 
mechanical way. The value of the dif- 
ferent pigments used varies, Thus, zinc 
white, when used for outside work, rap- 
idly swells to double its previous yolume, 
owing to the absorption of carbolic acid 
gas and water, Sulphurated hydrogen 
will cause red or white lead to act in 
a similar way. In order to test the re- 
litivg durability of various paints, sheets 
of vine were coated with a number of 
different kinds. The zinc was then dis- 
solved by acid, leaving a film of paint 
AN these films, it was found, could be 
destroyed by the action of diluted nitric 
or hydrochloric acids, the vapors of sul- 
phuric and acetic acids acting similarly. 
Alkaline fluids and gases also destroyed 
the paints rapidly. Pure water was 
fiund to be more injurious than salt 
water; the destructive action of sea 
water is therefore to be attributed main- 
ly to the mechanical effects of wash, 
IJot water acted more rapidly thao 
cold. The most important discovery 
niade by Prof. Spennrath was, however, 
the great influence of temperature. Wilms 
similar to these already mentioned com- 
pls lost their elasticity and became 

rittle when exposed to a temperature 
of 203 degrees Fahrenheit, There was at 
the same time much contraction. Simi- 
lat effects were Produced by prolonged 
exposure to much lower temperatures. 
Blistering is found to result from the 
inner coat of paint being so thick that 
it has not hardened thoroughly before 
the second coat is applied.

A Self-Winding Clock 

The latest freak has been invented in 
clocks in a windmill appliance just per- 
fected and soon to be patented by R. L.

down to a point where it is automati- 
eally connected and again wound to the 
disconneciiw#g point. Thus it goes on, 
repeating this action continuously. The 
device can be applied only to weight 
Clocks, which consists of an occasional 
dfop of water falling on a lever from a 
tube connected with a vessel containing 
the water.

Another cloud on the political horizon, 
even more portentous than those which

President Kruger, of the Transvaal Re- 
public, after having for several months 
been unusually amenab-e to British influ- 


ence, mse the startling declaration ata 


meeting of the Volksraad (Parliament) at 
Pretoria on August 25th, that the Republic 
would no longer recognize the suzerainty 
of Great Britain. The reason assigned by 
President Kruger for this startling ‘new 


_ departure "’ was, according to the telegram, 
“that tho relations between Great Brita'n 


*‘and the South African Republic wero 
“regulated at the convention of 1884. He 
**addelthat in the convention of Novem- 
‘ber, 1581, a reference to the suzerainty 
“‘of Great Britain did appear, but that 
‘tin the next convention. that of 1834, not 
“a single word appeared bearing precisely 
*fupon that point, and since then the 
** suzerainty had ceased to exist." 

This may appear to Mr, Kruger to be 
very good reasoning ; but it will not be 
accepted as such by the British, who con- 
tend that the convention of 1834, which 
does not contain specific mention of the 
suzerainty that was especially provid 1 


‘for in the agreement of 1831, simply modi- 


fied it in cortain specified particulars. In 
support of this conventicn it is argued, 
and with a desgeco of forco which 
must carry conyiction to the uppre- 
judiced mind, that the treaty of 1834, if it 
does not plainly set forth the suzer- 
ainty of Great Britain in set terms, implivs 
it by its provisions, and these have been 
acted upon up toa very recent date. So 
recently as March last Mr. Chamberlain 
drew the attention of the Transvaal Guoy- 
ernmont to corcain breaches of the conven- 
tion of 1884 by the Transvaal Gove.ament, 
the most important point raised being tho 
passage of the A’iens Bill, to which iho 
Uitlanders had objected as being contri. + 
to the provisions of tho treaty, The up: 
shot of Mr. Chamberlain's despatch was 
that the Aliens Bill wi 1 promptly ropealod 
by the Volksraad, by an almost unanimous 
vote, which was a suflicient 
surely, of Britain's suzeranity. 
Although he argues thus, there is tho 
strongest possible resson for the boliof that 
President Kruger relies on something moro

war policy. 
Mr. Chamberlain, in reply, assorted that 


Sir William Harcourt’s statoments on tho 


subject of the conciliatory motion, show- 
ing that the Government's policy had been 


rejected by the Goverament and people of 


Cape Colony, were absolutely inaccurate, 
The policy of the British Government, ho 
added, was to maintain its obligations, not 
to engaye Jn any aggressive operations, nor 
to attack the independence of a frivndly 
State, but ‘to maintain our own rights 
and tho rights of the nation.” 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain said: ‘*t 
bad hoped that our policy would continue 
to be non-p.rtisan ; but that hope has dis- 
appeared in the face of Sir William Har- 
courc’s speech, and I now challenge him to 
raise the issue. (Cheers and counter 
cheers.) Avo the Opposition prepared to 
take issue with us when we say that whilo 


we intend to observe our own obligations 


we intend that obligations toward us shall 
also be maintained ? The question betwoen 
us and the ‘Transvaal is not interference in 
the interaal eflaivs of the Transvaal, nor an 
att ck upon the London Convention upon 
our pais, but breaches of the Convention 
upon the fart of the Transvaal, and we are 
calling upon them in friendly terms to give 
us satisfaction. 

‘* We asked for £200,000, when every- 
body knows that the Transvaal is asking 
for a million, and for hundreds and bund- 
reds of thousands, The Trsnsvaai has been 
arming to an extent absolutely unjustifiable 
by an ordinary policy of defence.” 

The arming of the Transvaal, quietly 
completed, is no doubt the cause of this 
outbreak on tho pate of the rulers of that 
country. Should they push their pre- 
tensions too far, they will speedily be 
given a much-needed lesson.

Shelp says that when be and his com- 
panions left Dawson three and a half 
tons of gold, valued most conservatively 
at upward of two millions, was stacked 
up ¢o awakt shipment on the river 
steamer. The last boat down, which 
was ito connect with ¢he Portland for 
her present trip, had a similar amount. 
Her cargo would have totalled six mil- 
lion dollars in value had it not seemed 
unsafe ito risk so large an amount of 
treasure on any single trip. The trens- 
ure remaining for later transportation 
down was, when Shelp left Dawson, 
piled up and under guard, It measured 
a trifle over a quarter of a cord, and it 
took Shelp more than two hours to cet 
his sack from tthe heap after he had 
decided not to go down the river, but to 
cross the mountains instead, Shelp is 
nuthority for the statement that the 
Portland, on her present trip has more 
than three and a half tons of gold on 
board, while there is still awaiting ship-

Mavoc, Aug. 28th, 1807. 
A serious accident took place on Friday 
afternoon just before quitting work on the 
Wood Block. Scaffolding had been 


erected for the purpose of putting on the

cornice, and brackets, or angles, that had 
been in use for a long time, formed a part. 
Three men wero at work at a distance of 
25 fect from the ground, when suddenly 
the middle bracket gave way, by the pole 
that was attached being forced by the 
weight through the bracket, and bracket, 
scaffolding, boards aud men tumbled to the 
ground, the bracket in its way down going 
through one of the large plate glass front 
windows, Frank Kmbury, who was on 
the scaffold and had the work in charge 
and was wholly responsible for the security 
of it, was the one most seriously injured, 
having one leg broken between the knee 
and ankle, and the bones in the foot of the 
other leg injured. Charles Clothier, of 
Queensboro, who was also at work on the 
seaffold, escaped with some severe bruises 
and the third party—Edward Hall— 
with unusual presence of mind clung 
to the long pole that was one of the sup- 
ports and slid down with little injury. 
Mr. Houston, who was om the inside of 
the building tracing some plans on a low 
platform inside the glass, had just left 
when the large bracket came crashing in 
through the window, striking the spot 
where he was at work. The most serious 
loss was to poor Embury, who will be laid 
up foralong time. ‘Lhe plate glass had 
Leen insured the day before, as soon as put 
in place. It was not an accident in the 
proper sense of the term. It was the re- 
sult of downright carelessness. One does 
not care to bo too severe on & man who 
has paid such a penalty for his want of 
care, but the fact remains that, besides his 
own life, he allowed the sume risk to be 
taken by two others. It is a most re- 
markable thing, well known to men whose 
callings require the use of sesffulds, that 
the men who construct and use them are 
themselves the most careless as to their 
security. The law is very strong in these 
matters, and yet risks are taken every day. 
Mr. Houston, the contractor, cautioned 
the parties to make the scaffold secure ; 
and this, he says, is the first accident of a 
similar kind during a period of 20 years 
that has occurred on any of his jubs. It is 
# ground for much thankfulness that no 
lives were lost, The loss to the plate glass 
window will probably be in the neighbor- 
hood of $75 io $100.

there are fow more attractive or refreshing 
than that of a hop field in full bloom. 
Those who are faunliar with Kentish 
sconery, might almost imagine that they 
wore in that verdant county were thoy to 
drive ont through Corbyville at the present 
that charmingly 


situated=as it-is on Me of the prettiost 


time. For in Village, 
parts of the Moira, where the river bonds 
around the land, the banks of which are 
thickly wooded with pine and cedar trees, 
will be found the hop fields of Mr. H. 
Corby, 

Tho fields are reached by a beautiful 
drive up a Jane flanked on eicher side by 
rows of trees and stone walls. Beyond 
again, to the right or left, are thousands of 
poles standiog in rows, distributed over 
fifty acres, and literally covered with vines 
weighed down with the ever-fragrant blos- 
som. Looking in a northerly direction 
this lovely scene is well contrasted with a 
background of rolling farming country 
stretching to the foot of the picturesque 
hills that mark the horizon. 

Tt is estimated that this season's crop of 
hops on the Corby farm will exceed fifty 
thousand pounds. The crops are exces- 
sivoly yariable, often in a tenfold ’ propor- 
tion in different seasons and situations. 
Tho time of planting is in the spring or in 
the autumn, and that of harvesting about 
six weeks or two months after the flowers 
are expanded ; if the druit is allowed to 
get too ripe it loses many of its good qual- 
ities. The hops on being gathered should 
be taken immediately to the kilns for dry- 
tng, and when sufliciently dried closely 
baled, to preservo their sinell and favor. 
In fact, the whole process: from the time 
of planting to the preparation for ths pur- 
poses of communicating to beer its strongth 
and aromatic bitter flavor, or for medicines 
ay tonic, sudorifie Or sedative, 1m quires 
much experience aod many precauty ns. 

At this writing Mr. Corby is empl ying 
nearly four hundred men, women wad girls 
to pick the hops. This undertaking will 
require two weeks’ time to accomplish. The 
majority of the pickers are from Belleville, 
and leave every morning and return to the 
city in the eveniug Ly special train. O hors 
come from Canifron, Foxboro, the fifth 
concession ang Mluinheld, conveyed in 
handsome vans constructed for that pur- 
pose by Mr. Corby, 

Tn harvosting the hops the yines are cut 
down from the poles by men and laid on 
boxes, and the women and girls, sheltered 
from the hot rays of the sun by awnings, 
proceed to fill the boxes with the hops, 
which in turn ars faken to the kelu. 

The hop ki'ns on Mr. Corby's place «ra 
of un improved patteru, modeld «fier 
those in tein the hop centres of Now 
York Siate. They auinber four in sll aud 
surrounl a modern two story hop storo- 
house and baling house, having two floor 
spaces uf 2,490 square feot each. ‘hu 
kilus consist of tuwors 20x20 fear, each 
lined with corruyated sheot tron, aud heat 
cd with kilo furnaces weighing 1,40) p uuds 
each. Across the top of each kilo is a 
slatted flooring coyere.t with bagging cluth, 
on which tho hops are placed to dry. This 
arrangement permils the hot air to freely 
circulate through the hops and quickly dyios 
them out, 

Whatever stimulus this industry in its 
present proportions gives to the community, 
it is still further to bo augment a by the 
cultivation of fifty acres more, waking ono 
hundred acres in all, and which, of course, 
will necossitate the omploymont of addinion 
#l unskillod labor, 

In driving from the city to the hop fields 
ibis necossary to pass an establishment 
that plays au important part in tho com- 
merce of Bollevillo, and which is als) re- 
sponsible for Corbyville’# existence, Lt is 
hardly necessary to say that the distillery 
is refeived to, With its recent improve- 
ments in the shape of an addition tq the 
distillovy propor, a now bottling house, 
oxtra cattle sheds, and the judicious aud 
liberal use of fire proof paints in a variety 
of colors, inakes the village not only look 
flourishing, but also exceedingly attractive.

NATIVE OFFICERS WERE BRAVE 





Aud Only a Few of the Khyber Rides Were 
Disarmed ot Jamrud, 

Peshawur, Aug. 30.—It transpires that 
several of the native officers at Wort 
Lundi-Kotal showed the utmost loyally 
and valor when that post was attacked, 
One of them, who received u bullet 
wound in his shoulder, continued, despite 
his injury, to tight, and encouraged his 
men until the fort was captured. The 
subudar who conducted the defence of 
Fort Lundi-ISotal was killed during the 
fighting, Among the attucking force 
were two of his sons, while another son 
fought by his side. The subadar who 
conmiunded the Mullagoin Compuny, 
when the enemy entered the fort, cul- 
lected his men and gallantly cut his 
way through the ranks of the attackers, 
He lost several men, but reached the 
roud to Jamrud without the [oss of a 
single rifle. f 

It uppears that only a small section 
of the Khyber Rifles stationed at Jam- 
rud were disarmed. They were on 
guard the ni, when the news of the 
fall of Fort Lundi-Kotal was received, 
and the officers, fearing thut some of 
them might desert with their rifles, dis- 
armed them and placed other tribesmen 
on guard. The other Khyber Rifles are 
sull trusted. 

The arrests at Quetta on Aug. 24 or 
three Baluchastan sirdars is considered 
& most important step, as two of them, 
Melirullah and Yarmuhamed, were the 
instigators of recent raids in that quar- 
ter. Their arrest will prevent much 
trouble in Baluchastan. A majority of 
the Baluchistan chiefs haye visited 
Quetta, and all declare that there is no 
further reason for enmity on the part 
of the Government.

honor to come to leud past me his brave 
historical regiment.” 

His Majesty continued: “We may 
welcome in the illustrious person of 
Your Royal Highness a contemporary 
of our departed grandfather, who always 
spoke of you in terms of the highest os- 
feom and friendship, and extolled Your 
Highness’ military attainments,” 

The Emperor concluded by congratu- 
luting the Grand Duke of Baden upon 
the eflicioncy of the troops, adding: “We 
muy say with a good conscience that the 
eons of the Rhineland who marched past 
to-day are as ready for duty and as ell 
cient and brave as they were in the 
tine of the Great Tmperor,”’ 

His Majesty then proposed the health 
of the Bighth Corps and its commuanid- 
jing general, the Grand Duke of Baden, 
The toust was received with three hur- 
ruhs. 

The compliments of His Majesty to 
the Duke of Cambridge and the British 
iumy are likely to be commented upon 
In connection with the conclusion rf 
the Ruasso-Mrench alliance, which leaves 
the balanee of European power in the 
hands of Dngland.

HITCHING HORSES. 






GEE 
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A Hitching Strap For Stalle—Device For 
Hridle Reins Morse Talk. 

The intelligent reader will quickly 
perceive the iden depicted in the accom- 
panying illustration, which appeared 
originally in The Farm Journal. Tho 
horse or colt that jis accustomed to got 
ting coast in the stall can bo prevented 
from doing #0 by the uso of a strap fas-

tened to a joist overhead, so that the 
avimal cannot get its head quite down 
to the floor. This or a similar device is 
noocossary in some cases. The one illus- 
tratod will be quito effective. 

Ono very often wishes to hitoh a horse 
when he has neithor halter nor hitehing 
strap, only the bridle rein. He will find 
it difficult to make tho horse fast to the 
ordinary hitching post, but if he has ao 
device like the one shown in the seoond 
ont he oan hitoh his horse without de- 
lay. Tho sketch needs little description. 

Bore an auger hole eight inches be- 
low the end of the post and saw down 
toitan elongated V shaped slot two 
inches wide at the top and one-fourth 
of an inch wide at the bottom, You oan 
easily pass the bridle rein through the 
slot into the hole or bring it out again, 
but the horse cannot get it ont. In ad- 
dition to the foregoing, the journal 
quoted gives some horse talk as follows: 

Don’t work the colt too hard. Give 
him # chance to mature. Bran is one of

Concerning Ensilage. 

A Connectiont farmer writing in The 
Now England Homestead says: One of 
the easiest aud cheapest ways to prevent 
ensilage spreading the silo is to get a 
lot of poles or scantling three or four 
inches in diameter and bore two 144 
inch holes near both ends and at right 
angles, then drive oak pegs 12 inohes 
long through the holes, se the pegs will 
project an equal distance out each side. 
Have the poles a little shorter than the 
width of silo and place them in the 
silage as out and when most needed, 

Another point from the same source 
is in regard to the silo floor: The best 
silo floor is mgde by putting the sills on 
oak blocks sunk two feet in the ground 
or stone pillars (not solid walls), hay- 
ing them high enough to raise the sills 
some inches off the ground. Then fill 
up for. three or four inches above the 
sills with stone aud on top of the stone 
two inches of dry olay pounded hard 
and smooth, letting the olay be a little 
higher pear the sills. Fixed in this way 
quite a stream of water can run under 
and off without affecting the silo or 
contents. 

Shipping Honey. 

A beekeeper expresses himself as fol- 
lows in The American Beo Journal: 

It was my privilege last year to ship 
several tons of honey. In marketing 
this large amount there were only two 
complaints made by the purchaser, One 
was that in some cases old cans were 
used and the other that the grades of 
honey were mixed. It is often very con- 
yenient to clean old gasoline cans and 
use them for extracted honey. The fact 
that such cans can be had for almost or 
quite nothing is tempting indeed. I be- 
lieve, however, that it will always pay 
to only use clean, new, bright cans, It 
is also justas important to be very care- 
ful not to mix the amber or darker 
grades of honey with the water white 
grades. It requires no little care to keep 
all of these kinds of honey entirely dis- 
tinct. By a little attention, however, 
this can be done, and unless it is much 
of the firat cluss honey, like that from 
white sage, will sell for less than ite 
real value.

EXPERIMENT STATIONS, 


Tnformation Concerning 


the State Agri. 


oottural Stations and Rhetre MNatletina, 


Speeinl returns from about half of 
the ipriculture experiment atations of 
the United States to American Agricul 
turint indicate that these inetitations 
are very much appreciated by farmera, 
judging from the increased demund for 


their publications, Following are some 
of the details given by the journal al 
roudy quoted in an article en what the 
slate vpricultural stations ure doing: 

With most of the stations the work 
dates from tho passage of the Hatch aot 
and the establishment of the oxperiment 
stations in 1888 or 1889. The number 
of bulletina now iasued vary from $8,000 
and 4,000 in the aparsely settled statos 
aud territories to 60,000 in the rioh 
populous middle states; 18,000 to 14, 
000 would probably be a good average 
for all the states, 

All tho stations without exception 
send their bulletina to residents through- 
out the state freo of charge who apply 
for the same to the officer in charge at 
his postoffice, as specified below. The 
annual reports are sent free to all appli- 
canta as long a4 the edition laste. Asa 
rule this supply is somewhat limited, 
but is usualy sufficiont to meet the de 
mund. Tho stations also send free of 
chargo bulletins to all applicants out- 
side the state, but resorve tho right to 
discontinue these, provided the home 
demand becomes sufliciently large to ex- 
haust the supply. It ia the desire of all 
the stutions to keep the list outside the 
state a4 Bmall as possible, so ak to be 
able to supply their homo farmers firnt. 
Aa the work of the stations basomes bet- 
ter known it will undoubtedly be im- 
possible to supply this outside demand. 
To moet this call the United States de- 
partment of agriculture at Washington 
issues farmers’ bulletins that are fur- 
nished free to ull applicants, each issue 
being on on topic, and including the 
results obtained at the various stations. 

As another evidence of the apprecia- 
tion by the furmers of the experiment 
station ia the fact that the correspond- 
ence has doubled and in many cases 
quadrupled during the past six years. 
In a great many states there is still a 
misapprehension gn the part of some 
farmers. Stations do not distribute 
seeds, neither can they undertake inves- 
tigations of « private nature or which 
will benefit only a few, such as the 
analysis of a soil peculiar to a certain 
locality, unlg@es by so doing a large pro- 
portion of the farmers of the state are 
the gainers. In other words, the work 
of tho station cannot be deyoted to indi- 
viduals. All questions concerning agri- 
cultural problems are answered and the 
stations are rapidly becoming centers of 
agricultural influence. It is their desire 
to become better acquainted with every 
farmer in the respective states. Where 
a thorough understanding exists the 
kindliest feeling between station and 
people is the rule. Much valuable in- 
formation can be obtained by simply 
asking your station for it. The institu- 
tions were founded for the farmers. 
Why not make full use of them? Each 
station receives $15,000 annually from 
the federal treasury and in a few cases 
an additional sum from the state. 

In addiiton to the foregoing American 
Agrioulturist gives in condensed form 
the number of bulletins published, to 
whom sent, eto. 


Barrow For Corn Fodder, 


Do you want a handy barrow for corn» 


fodder? If so, follow these directions 
from The National Stockman, and the 


result will be a barrow like the one de-» 


picted in the accompanying cut: 


The two side pieces A are 6 feet long 


and 14¢ inches by 8 inches. The up- 
rights B are 2 feet long and 2 inohea by 
14g inches. The crosspieces C are 2 feet 
long and 2 feet apart and 8 inches wide 
by 14¢ inches. The straps D are pieces 
of old carriage tire bent as shown. The

legs aro fastened on with a single bolt 


and the uprights by a log screw. The 
braces for the uprights are notohed in 
and nailed. When it is desired to use 
the barrow for grass, put in a floor of 
half inch white pine, also nail half inch 
boards from B 1 to B 2 and fit in side- 
beards from B 2 to B 3 and from B 1 to 
B 1. White pine or cypress will be 
strong enough for the dimensions given. 
If heavier wood is used, use smaller 
size, 


The White Navy Boan. 

There is one product of the farm that 
the majority of farmers buy—namely, 
beans. As The Home and Farm says, 
the white navy bean can be produced in 
all sections, and if not profitable asa 
crop should at least bo grown for home 
consumption. Compared with the staple 
crops, however, it will be found more 
profitable than some.
